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Revitalized rails or people-train death? $1 

Upgrading planned for east, downgrading in west 


OTTAWA (CP) Transport 
Minister Otto Lang, announced 
plans Thursday (dr what he 
said would be a revitalized 
passenger train system by 
19SU, dropping some services 
and improving operations in 
the heavily-populated region 
between Quebec City and 
Windsor, Ont. 

But opposition critics in the 
Commons, said the policy 
statement is simply setting 
the stage for the gradual 
death of the rail passenger 
s' stem. 


.The minister told the Com¬ 
mons the government’s goal 
is a single passenger train 
system across the country, 
eliminating duplication be¬ 
tween CP Rail and Canadian 
National Railways. The Cana¬ 
dian Transport Commission 
will hold public hearings on 
which services should he 
dropped. 


Hearings are scheduled in 
Victoria and Courtenay next 
month on CP Rail’s Esqui¬ 
mau and Nanaimo Railroad 
service. 

Lang would not be specific 
about which routes will be cut 
but he indicated to reporters 
later that there will be reduc¬ 
tions in operations between 
the west and Ontario - Quebec, 


and the Maritime* and On- 
tario-Quebec. 

The transport minister said 
he hopes to announce in sev¬ 
eral weeks the government’s 
plans for the demonstration 
passenger service in the Que¬ 
bec City-Windsor. Ont. corri¬ 
dor promised by former 
transport minister Jean Mar- 
chand last summer. There 


should be new equipment 
operating in the corridor by 
1979. he said. V 

Conservative transport crit¬ 
ic Jack Murta of Manitoba 
said the government was real¬ 
ly trying to gloss over its real 
intention which was to reduce 
rail service. 

New Democratic transport 
critic Les Benjamin of Saskat¬ 


chewan said the government 
is obviously trying to curtail 
rail passenger service. 

The transport minister's an¬ 
nouncement was made Thurs¬ 
day to assist the transport 
commission in its review of 
CP Rail’s transcontinental 
train service. The commission 
is legally required to review 
decisions ordering unprofit¬ 


able serviced continued within 
five years. That review was 
to be concluded this year. 

The minister’s statement 
follows the general transport 
policy announcement by Mar- 
c hand last June. 

Mart-hand's statement last

Morocco claimed Thursday 
to have captured the Spanish 
Sahara desert area where it 
battled with Algeria for three 
days, taking 1(H Algerian pris¬ 
oners. Algeria announced its 
forces "have withdrawn in 
good order.” 

There was no independent 
verification of the claims. An 
official statement in Rabat 
said the region of Amghala, 
175 miles southwest of the Al¬ 
gerian border, had been 
"cleansed of all rebel ele¬ 
ments," a reference to guer¬ 
rillas of the Algerian backed 
Polisario Front which favors 
independence for the Spanish 
Sahara. 

Spain is turning over the 
105,000-square-mile mineral- 
rich territory it has 
held since 1884 to Morocco 
and Mauritania on Feb. 28. 
The two countries say they 
have historial claims, disput¬ 
ed by Algeria, to the land. 

Military sources in Paris 
earlier Thursday reported in¬ 
tense fighting between Moroc¬ 
co and Algeria, saying they 
used tanks and heavy ar¬ 
tillery in The bleak, freezing 
desert. 

The fighting has been re¬ 
ported in communiques from 
Algiers and Rabat with no in¬ 
formation from the scene, but 
foreign ministry officials in 
Paris said they took the com¬ 
muniques seriously. 

The official Algerian News 
Agency said it! Algiers that its 
forces withdrew "after they 
admirably carried out their 
mission.” 

The Moroccans said they 
had captured "important 
quantities" of heavy equip¬ 
ment. including artillery, 
mortars and ground-to-air 
missiles.

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VANCOUVER (CP> The 
financially-troubled brewery 
and construction empire of 
millionaire industrialist Ben 
Ginter of Prince George went 
[into receivership Thursday. 

Crippled by a seven-month 
labor dispute that has closed 
beverage-producing opera¬ 
tions, Ginter's major holdings 
throughout western Canada 
were placed in the hands of 
accountant Harold Sigurdson 
of Vancouver. 

The action was taken by the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce under the terms of 
a $4 million debenture on 
which Ginter was in arrears. 

Sigurdson was named by 
the bank as receiver-manager 
for Uncle Ben's Industries 
Ltd. and Ben Ginter Construc¬ 
tion Co. Ltd., and agent for 
the bank in relation to Ben 
Ginter Construction, Uncle 
Ben's Beverages, Uncle Ben's 
Industrie* and Uncle Ben's 
Holdings. 

Sigurdson said his partners 
in the firm of Dunwoody and 
Co. have taken control of the 
assets of Uncle Ben's Brew¬ 
eries of Alberta Ltd. and

VANCOUVER (CP) New 
motok vehicle insurance rales 
announced Iasi week place 
B.C. among provinces with 
the highest premium rates in 
Canada. 

A survey by Canadian Press 
shows that B.C.’s govern¬ 
ment-owned insurance system 
will be selling policies at 
rates higher than, or at best 
comparable with, provinces 
where private insurance com¬ 
panies still sell basic cover¬ 
age for motor vehicles. 

The survey also shows that 
in Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba, the only other provinces 
with government-run mot >r 
vehicle insurance schemes, 
rates for comparable and. in 
some instances, better cover¬ 
age. are considerably lower 
than rates under ICBC's Au¬ 
toplan '76. 

Norman Bortnick. vice- 
president and general manag¬ 
er of ICBC, has warned that 
the new rates will mean B.C. 
motorists can expect to pay 
rates comparable tj Canada's 
two most populous provinces. 
Quebec and Ontario. 

But figures released by the 
Insurers Advisory Organiza¬ 
tion of Canada indicate that 
Greater Vancouver motorists 
will pay more for car insur¬ 
ance than their Toronto coun¬ 
terparts but less than motor¬ 
ists in Montreal. 

In Montreal, basic public li¬ 
ability coverage or $50,000 
with accident benefits costs 
$159 (pleasure use). $181 (to 
work), $223 (business use) 
and $355 for single males 
under 25. 

The same basic coverage in 
Toronto ranges from $123 
(pleasure), $139 (to work). 
$169 (business) to $267 for sin-, 
gle males under 25. 

The same coverage in 
Greater Vancouver now costs 
$137 (pleasure). $165 (to 
work), $220 (business) and 
$411 for under-25 married 
men. 

Extended coverage for all 
collision and comprehensive 
loss is roughly comparable in 
ail three cities, although sin¬ 
gle males under 25 in Greater 
Vancouver mustApay signifi¬ 
cantly higher premiums than 


their counterparts in Montreal 
and Toronto. 

The owner of a 1974 Ford 
Galaxie in Montreal who 
wants $200.()00 public liability, 
$100 deductible collision and 
$50 deductible comprehensive 
coverage is faced with the fol¬ 
lowing rates: $361 (pleasure

The Social Credit govern¬ 
ment will not interfere with 
leasehold housing established 
by the previous New Demo 
cratic Party administration 
and may even initiate leased 
housing of its own. Housing 
Minister Hugh . Curtis said 
Thursday. 

He said In special circum¬ 


stances, such as for families 
who can’t afford any down 
payment, leases might We 
granted in the futurt. 

A decision on the future of 
leaseholds would be part of a 
revaluation of all housing poli¬ 
cies established by the NDP, 
We said. 

He said, however, he had no 
intention of interfering with 


leasehold arrangements al¬ 
ready established by the pre¬ 
vious governm'ent. 

Curtis, who is also munici¬ 
pal affairs minister, said his 
department was studying the 
whole question of government 
transit services in conjunction 
with B.C. Hydro.

start paying for itself, adding. 
"That would be physically im¬ 
possible."

The rates in Toronto and 
Montreal are based on an in¬ 
surance year from July, 1975 
to July, 1976. The 1976-77 rates 
will go under review before 
July. They are expected to be 
higher. 

The variety of insurance 
plans, either government-run 
or private, the type of cover¬ 
age sold and many other fac¬ 
tors make any direct compar¬ 
isons between B.C. and the 
other provinces difficult. 

It is possible, however, to 
draw comparisons. 

For example, in Saskatche¬ 
wan the minimum basic pub¬ 
lic liability coverage is 
$35,000, which includes $200 
deductible collision and com¬ 


prehensive and accident bene¬ 
fits. 

In B.C., motorists must buy 
a minimum $50,000 liability 
which includes accident bene¬ 
fits but not collision or com¬ 
prehensive. 

Premiums for motor vehicle 
insurance in Saskatchewan 
range on average from be¬ 
tween $70 to $165 for the basic 
coverage. The rates cited are 
in effect until April 30, 1976. 

Basic coverage for a 1966 
Ford Fairlane is $52. A 1974 
Ford Galaxie could be given 
minimum coverage for $135. 

The basic package for both 
cars is B.C. now is $137 with¬ 
out any collision or compre¬ 
hensive coverage. 

Saskatchewan is the only 
province in Canada where in¬ 
surance premiums do not 
change for vehicle dse or the 
owner’s age or maritkl status. 

If a single man under 25 
drove the Fairlane in Saskat¬ 
chewan. he would pay $52 for 
the basic plan. The same poli¬ 
cy applies to the Galaxie. 

If the under-25 unmarried 


man were to purchase extend¬ 
ed coverage, perhaps reduce 
the collision deductible to 
$100, he would add $79 to the 
basic premium. 

Rates in Saskatchewan de¬ 
pend on the age, model and 
make of the car, and there is 
a low premium of $10 a year 
for basic coverage of a car 
older than 1956 with a wheel¬ 
base less than 100 inches. 

In Manitoba, the province's 
government-owned Autopac 
system has levied a 15 per 
cent rate increase on motor¬ 
ists in the more populated 
southern areas of the prov¬ 
ince. Northern motorists face 
a 12.5 per cent increase. 

Nevertheless, a Winnipeg 
motorist driving a 1974 Che- 
velle Malibu for pleasure only 
will pay $113 for coverage 
that includes $50,000 public li¬ 
ability, $200 deductible colli¬ 
sion and comprehensive and 
no-fault accident benefits. 

The same motorist In B.C. 
will pay $137 for the basic 
package, but will have to add 
about $150 to Ihe premium to 
match the Autopac collision 
and comprehensive coverage.

nipeg will pay $151 for cover¬ 
age that includes $100,000 pub¬ 
lic liability. $100 deductible 
collision and $25 deductible 
comprehensive. 

The same coverage in 
Greater Vancouver ($50 de¬ 
ductible comprehensive) will 
cost $302. 

Added to auto Insurance 
premiums in Manitoba are 
driver’s insurance premiums 
and a two-cent-a-gallon gaso¬ 
line tax to subsidize Autopac. 

The Manitoba driver's pre¬ 
mium is $30 for males be¬ 
tween 16 and 24 and $15 for 
males over 24. Females be¬ 
tween 16 and 24 must pay $15 
and those aged 25 or over 
must pay $20. 

Driver’s insurance has been 
phased out in B.C., but 
drivers may still be assessed 
additional premiums if they 
accumulate demerit points for 
driving offences. 

The increases in Autopac 
rates for 1976 are expected to 
generate about $6.2 million in 
additional revenue for the bal¬ 
ance of the fiscal year ending 
Oct. 31. 

Bill Uruski, the cabinet 
minister responsible for the 
Manitoba Insurance Corp., 
blamed escalating costs in re¬ 


pairs and parts and higher 
court awards for accident in¬ 
juries for the increases. 

In the Maritimes, insurance 
rates are slightly lower than 
the new ICBC rates. The 
basic coverage in the capitals 
of the three maritime prov¬ 
inces is roughly $20 cheaper 
on average than Greater Van¬ 
couver area rates for all 
types of vehicle use. 

The under-25 single men get 
better treatment, too, with 
premiums of about $188 to 
$208 for drivers with three 
years of driving without ac¬ 
cident or violations. 

Newfoundland law that 
came into effect Jan. 1 set a 
minimum of $75,000 on public 


liability coverage in the basic 
plan. Before Jan. 1 there was 
no legal requirement to have 
cars insured. 

Basic coverage for pleasure 
use is $111, for travel to work 
(less than 10 miles each way) 
$126, for business $155 and for 
a single male 20-year-old with 
a good driving record, $342. 

The rates compare with 
ICBC’s new rates for B.C.’s 
interior. 

Alberta motorists will pay 
less over-all for car insurance 
than B.C. motorists. 

Basic coverage in 1976 is 
$106 for pleasure use. $119 for 
driving to work, $145 for busi¬ 
ness and $231 for single men 
under 25 with five years’ driv¬ 
ing experience, no accidests 
or tickets. 
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quotes Thursday (basis Lake- 
wasteful in most part of the 
country. 

Lang said Thursday that 
“Canadians are not pleased 
with the railway passenger 
sytem as it currently exists.” 
Losses on unprofitable rail 
routes amounted to $167 mil¬ 
lion in 1974 and were expected 
to rise to about $400 million in 
3980 if changes were not 
made. 

About 20 per cent of the 
passenger trains carry 10 pas¬ 
sengers or less on the average 
trip, 55 per cent haul less than 
47 and only 35 per cent more 
lhan 100. he said. Only one- 
ihird of the seats offered were 
sold every year. 

CN and CP Rail duplicated 
operations on more than 2,000 
miles of their routes. 

Rail management and gov¬ 
ernment policy had combined 
to produce a rundown system. 

Lang said that as service 
improvements are made on 
remaining rail routes, the 
government will increase its 
subsidies to railways to 100 
per cent of losses on unprofi¬ 
table services from 80 per 
cent. 

Lang has said that the 80 
per cent limit on federal sub¬ 
sidies for uneconomic train 
service worked against im¬ 
provement of the rail system. 

With higher federal sub¬ 
sidies, the government “will 
now expect Canadian National 
Canadian Pacific and others 
to make management deci¬ 
sions to improve services.” 

If the railways fail to do a 
proper job, “ we wiflH have to 
consider another organization 
to provide rail passenger ser¬ 
vice in Canada.” 

This' was a reference to the 
national passenger corpora¬ 
tion promised by the Liberal 
I .arty in the 1974 federal elec¬ 
tion. The party said at the 
time that the passenger cor¬ 
poration would run trains and 
some buses. Marchand later 
stepped hack from that pledge 
and said rail management 
would he given a chance to 
show what it could do. 

Lang said the transport 
commission will be asked to 
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develop a single train system 
across the country in several 
stages. 

There was to be early ac¬ 
tion on local or regional cases 
where no major need for con¬ 
tinuation of service w f as evi¬ 
dent. 

The commission ordered CP 
Rail after Lang’s statement to 
continue operating its trans¬ 
continental train. The Canadi¬ 
an, at least until the cross- 
Cannada rail system is reor¬ 
ganized. 

The commission should 
reach decisions on transcon¬ 
tinental service between west¬ 
ern and Ontario-Quebec by 
late 1976, the minister said. 

The target for decisions on 
service between the Mari¬ 
times and Ontario-Quebec 
should be 1977. And the re¬ 
maining services should be 
settled by 1978. 

The new network of passen¬ 
ger rail service should be in 
place and operating not later 
than 1980, Lang said. 

He did not mention drop¬ 
ping specific services like the 
CN Super Continental which 
operates between Montreal 
and Vancouver. But Tory 
transport critic Murta said he 
has seen transport depart¬ 
ment documents recommend¬ 
ing that the CN train be eli¬ 
minated and CP Rail’s Cana¬ 
dian retained. 

Along with the transport 
commission hearings, Lang 
said the transixirt department 
will hold discussions with the 
railways, labor and the prov¬ 
inces on the basic rail net¬ 
work. 

The minister said he ex¬ 
pects the railways to make 
joint use of terminals and res¬ 
ervations systems, adjust 
schedules to meet regional 
needs and promote holiday 
and weekend travel to even 
out passenger demand. 

The transport commission 
has determined that all pas¬ 
senger train operations in 
Canada are unprofitable. 

The rail unions argue that 


the passenger train system 
should be improved to attract 
more passengers. The unions 
have said that Canada is out 
of step with the rest of the 
western world, which is im¬ 
proving train service. 

And they say that trains use 
fuel efficiently, an important 
consideration in this energy¬ 
conscious age. 

Maryland's i>olicy study 
last summer concluded it 
would be cheaper to the Cana¬ 
dian taxpayer to buy a free 
bus ticket for every rail pas¬ 
senger than to continue sub¬ 
sidies for the current rail sys¬ 
tem. 

A background document 40 
Lang’s statement said that 
the transcontinental trains 
are the big money-losers, ac¬ 
counting for 42 per cent of the 
federal subsidies and only 13 
per cent of all train passen¬ 
gers. 

The Quebec City-Windsor 
routes had the best perform¬ 
ance financially, picking up 
only 22 per cent of the sub¬ 
sidies while carrying 63 per 
cent of all train passengers. 

Highly-praised rail systems 
in other countries such as Bri¬ 
tain and West Germany are 
running into financial prob¬ 
lems, the background study 
said. 

British Rail carried 754 mil¬ 
lion passengers and West Ger¬ 
many more than one billion 
last year while Canadian rail¬ 
ways hauled only six million. 
British Rail had a financial 
deficit of $362 million on pas¬ 
senger service while West 
Germany’s rail system had a 
whopping $1.7 billion deficit. 

The rail study document 
said tkat Germany is con- 
siderinrfVuts in employment 
oimtm Jbbs. 

(However, a transport com¬ 
mission study concluded last 
year that the United States, 
which revived the passenger 
train system four years ago, 
will have a better passenger 
service by 3978 than Canada 
while paying less in subsidies. 

The U.S. passenger system 
is run by Amtrak, a publicly- 
owned corporation. Amtrak is 
ordering new equipment to re¬ 
place antiquated trains.

he would recommend it as an 
insurance expert. 

Bortnick said the new ICBC 
rates, which In the Vancouver 
area are as much as 3H times 
as much as those paid by 
1975, are designed to break 
even, with each classification 
of drivers paying its own way. 

“We could not justify one 
class not paying its way com¬ 
pared with another class," 
said Bortnick when the ques¬ 
tion of rate increases for sin¬ 
gle male drivers under-25 was 
raised. 

Denny Forrester. ICBC’s 
director of Autoplan un¬ 
derwriting, Said the average 
loss experience for under-25 
males who are principal 
drivers in a car in B.C. varies 
from 113 per cent to 221 per 
cent in different parts of the 
province. 

He said this means that for 
each dollar in premiums col¬ 
lected from this group of 
drivers, ICBC paid out $1.13 
to $2.21 in claims. In addition 
it has' expenses of about 22 
cents on the premium dollar. 

Forrester said ICBC tried to 
keep rates for young drivers 
within reason while still hav¬ 
ing a sufficient increase to 
cover claims. 

“An increase of close to 400 
per cent should have been ap¬ 
plied, but we felt we had to 
put a maximum on it," said 
Forrester. 

Bortnick said the crown cor¬ 
poration is investigating ways 
of reducing rates in 1977 lor 
young, accident-free drivers.

HAVANA (UPI) - Canadi¬ 
an Prime Minister Trudeau 
said Thursday that Fidel Cas¬ 
tro was a leader of “world 
stature” who sent Cuban com¬ 
bat troops to Angola with '% 
great deal of thought and feel- 
inr for the situation.” 

Castro hinted earlier he 
might send new troops to re¬ 
inforce the estimated 10,000 
Cuban soldiers already fight¬ 
ing against Western-backed 
nationalists in the new Afri¬ 
can nation. 

T came out of the talks 
(with Castro) with a much 
greater lcnowiedge of the Afri¬ 
can situation viewed from a 
socialist point of view,” Tru¬ 
deau said. 

He said he found “Pripie 
Minister Castro very well in¬ 
formed on Africa. He made 


this decision (to send troops) 
with a great deal of thought 
and feeling for the situation.” 

The Canadian leader made 
the comments before board¬ 
ing a plane for Caracas. Ven¬ 
ezuela, his last stop on an 
11-day, three-nation Latin 
American tour. 

Castro told a news confer¬ 
ence of his own Wednesday 
night that the first Cuban 
troops were sent to Angola 
early last November, four 
months after he said South 
Africa had dispatched soldiers 
to fight in the former Por¬ 
tuguese colony. 

Castro declined to say how- 
man men he had sent, but 
U.S. officials believe as many 
as 10,000 Cuban regulars are 
fighting on the side of the 
Soviet-armed Popular Move- 


Soviets hint easing 
in stand on Angola 


The Soviet Union appeared 
Thursday to open a door for a 
political settlement of the An¬ 
gola conflict but gave no hint 
it would scale down its heavy 
support for one of the three 
factions battling in that 
southwest African country. 

An article in the govtem- 
ment daily Izvestia said Mos¬ 
cow would endorse a coalition 
government “of all patriotic 
forces working for genuine in¬ 
dependence and free develop¬ 
ment of their country.” 

In Washington, State Secre¬ 
tary Henry Kisssinger took a 
harder line and said the Sovi¬ 
et Union’s intervention in An¬ 
gola, which he called massive 
and unprecedented, “is a mat¬ 
ter of urgent concern.” 

He said the administration 
is considering whether to ask 
Congress for ovtert financial 
aid for anti-Soviet factions in 
Angola. 

Izvestia did not define 
which groups it regards as 
“patriotiic forces,” but it ei- 
terated the standard position 
that the Popular Movement 
for the Liberation of Angola is 
the legitimate government of

“Within the framework of his 
ideology, he’s a man of world 
stature.” 

When asked how he would 
rate Castro as a politician, 
Trudeau said: “I would rate 
him A-l.” 

That remak drew* guffaws 
from accompanying Canadian 
newsmen as Trudeau is con¬ 
sidered something of a charis¬ 
matic leader himself. 

The Canadian admitted 
some Americans might in¬ 
terpret his visit to Cuba as 
anti-American, but he said 
there appeared to be a soften¬ 
ing of opposition to Cuba 
among many U.S. citizens.

The Syrian-negotiated peace 
that may have saved Lebanon 
from almost certain self- 
destruction in civil war raises 
a number of uncertainties in 
what already is being termed 
The New Lebanon 

For a start, the role of the 
militant Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) has been 
greatly enhanced, causing 
grave concern in neighboring 
Israel and raising problems for 
any long-term Arab-Israeli set¬ 
tlement. 

* * * 

Also, after almost 10 months 
of bloody civil war, it seems to 
many observers that Lebanon's 
role as a cosmopolitan Middle 
East crossroads of culture and 
commerce has gone forever. 

But the immediate concern 
among many observers is 
whether the new distribution of 
power among diverse Lebanese 
iorces will work. 

It was only the abject 
desperation of the situation 
that drove the various factions 
— including Christians and 
Moslems, left-wingers and 
Palestinians — to welcome, 
with varying degrees of 
enthusiasm, the unusual Syrian 
intervention.

With normalcy slowly 
returning, there now is bound 
to be some tense jockeying for 
political influence. 

The return to office of 
Premier Rashid Karamt, a 
Moslem moderate whose 
resignation last week un¬ 
leashed savage new fighting, 
may help prepare the ground 
tor reforms which the Syrians 
demand as part of the peace 
plan. 

Any new cabinet would un¬ 
doubtedly have to include 
wider representation of all the 
warring parties. 

Previously, the minority 
Christian element tended to 
dominate the main spheres of 
political, military and business 
influence in Lebanon. 


While the new peace is 
welcomed by all parties and 
the threat of dreaded partition 
along religious lines has laded, 
the bitterness that grew out pf 
months of slaughter, torture 
and looting will not soon disap¬ 
pear. 

Christian friction with the 
majority Moslems was ag¬ 
gravated by the influx of 
Palestinians since develop- 
ment of Israel in 1948. Sup¬ 
ported by the newcomers, the 
Moslems demanded a bigger 
share of power — a develop¬ 
ment that finally led to civil 
war. 


The tragedy, in the eyes of 
many observers, is that it took 
thousands of lives and the up¬ 
rooting of whole families and 
communities to bring about a 
long-overdue constitution revi¬ 
sion. 

Fears of many Western 
observers that Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Hafex a 1-Assad would be 
tempted to take over Lebanon 
have not materialized. 

Possibly he was deterred by 
a belief that exploitation of the 
situation would simply invite 
Israeli counter-intervention. 

What Syria seqms to have ac¬ 
complished Is to help the PLO, 
which is closely allied to Syrian 
military leadership, provide

The temperature under the 
canopy of the machine-gun post 
on top of Calueque Dam wall. 
40 kilometres inside Angola s 
southern border, was a searing 
38 deg.

Beneath the menacing muz¬ 
zle of a heavy machine-gun, 
and under the watchful eyes of 
the sentry. Rifleman J. van 
Eck, a national serviceman, 
hundreds of Black Angolans 
and Portuguese construction 
workers labored in the steamy 
tropical heat. 

Soldiers with rifles at the 
ready patrolled the banks of 
the Cunene River, a broad 
strong-flowing steam whose 
water run-off is a massive 
5,000-million cumecs (cubic 
metres) a year. Between 
Calueque l pronounced Kaa-loo- 
ek) and the Atlantic Ocean 
coastline there are 11 feasible 
dam sites which, collectively, 
could generate 2,000 MW of 
electric power.

“If the army pulls out, work 
on this dam would stop tomor¬ 
row,” Commandant E. J. J. 
"Tiny” Nel. officer com¬ 
manding No. 5 Sub-area of No. 

1 Military Area along the 
Owanbo-Southern Angola 
border, told a party of South 
African and South West 
African newsmen and 
observers in Angola to see for 
themselves how South African 
troops are protecting the con¬ 
struction sites on the Cunene 
River from attack by dissident 
elements of the various 
political factions in Angola, 
and the so-called South West 
Africa Peoples' Organization 
(Swapo.) 

“The Cunene River projects 
are as valuable for Southern 
Angola as is the Cabora Bassa 
Dam on the Zambesi River for 
Mozambique,” said Nico van 
der Merwe, Owambo 
government representative at 
Calueque. "Both the Por¬ 
tuguese and the Black workers 
would abandon this project if It 
were not for the protection af¬ 
forded by the South African 
Army. These people fear for 
their safety and their lives. It 
was , at their specific request 
that the army moved in to 
protect the area.”

that are of vital importance to 
the future well-being of 
Owambo, Southern Angola, and 
South West Africa. 

They are the Ruacana Falls 
Damand Hvdro-electric Power 
Station project, still two years 
short of completion, and the 
R40-million Talueque Barrage 
that is scheduled for comple¬ 
tion in September next if all 
goes well 

★ ★ * 

Water from Calueque is 
already flowing by gravity into 
Owambo through a 430-km long 
network of concrete-lined 
canals built by South Africa in 
the past decade. There are no 
perennial rivers in Owambo, 
only the unique oshanas. dry 
river courses and channels 
that flood annually during the 
rainy season and drain 
southwards into the Etosha 
Pan, one of the world’s largest 
saline depressions. Water from 
Calueque is the only water 
available in the dry season 
(apart from storage water and 
that obtained from boreholes) 
for commercial farming and 
industrial use 

Thirty-two kilometres 
downstream from Calueque 
impressive progress has been 
made on construction of the 
Ruacana Falls Dam,'and the 
hydro-electric power station 
that is being built by the South 
West African Water and 
Electricity Corporation 
(SWAWEK). The Ruacana 
power station is a key struc¬ 
ture in the development of an 
electricity power-grid system 
inside Owambo and South West 
Africa. 

★ ♦ ★ 

Three turbines housed in vast 
caverns that have been hewn 
deep underground from the 
solid rock, will each generate 
80 megawatts of electricity by 
1977 (provision is being made 
during construction for the in- 
1 stallation, later, of a fourth tur¬ 
bine.) 

The R160-million dam-cum- 
power station project, with its 
supporting access roads, towns 
built from scratch in the bush, 
and ancillary services that give 
employment to many thou¬ 
sands of Owambos, is no 
"Johnny-come-lately” pro¬ 
ject. but a joint venture agreed 
in 1969 between the South 
African government and the 
erstwhile Portuguese govern¬ 
ment that was toppled in the 
1974 Lisbon military coup. 


The Portuguese and Black 
Angolans working on the pro¬ 
jects are paid by the South 
African government. Ironical¬ 
ly, most of the workers are 
members of one or other of the 
three embattled political par¬ 
ties in Angola — MPLA, Unita. 
and FNLA. All. however, are 
working happily together on 
the Cunene project under the 
umbrella protection of the 
South African Army. 

Commandant Nel told pres¬ 
smen: “We consider Ruacana 
and Calueque as national key 
points. Calueque water is ut¬ 
most importance to Southern 
Angola and central Owambo. 
South African troops are here 
not only to protect our and 
Owambo s interests, but also to 
protect the local population 
against terrorist incursions. 
We are here in a defensive role, 
not an aggressive one. A R160- 
million investment is at stake. 
This fact should not be lost 
sight of. Our defence arrange¬ 
ments are first-class.” 

♦ ★ ♦ 

Commandent Nel’s words 
were echoed by the Chief 
Minister of Owambo. Pastor 
Corneiluis Ndjoba. who said: 

We are pleased to have the 
South African soldiers in our 
midst. We are a peace-loving 
people and will co-operate only 
with people who will help us to 
develop the country. If the ter¬ 
rorists take over this area, will 
they develop the land? I think 
not.” 

To allow the Cunene projects 
to fall under hostile control 
would Inhibit the planned 
growth of the Owambo 
economy and the peaceful, 
orderly progression of the ter-

ritory towards eventual 
political self-determination It 
would mean the virtual aban¬ 
donment of the Owambo people 
who have only begun to make 
positive strides forward in the 
past 15-20 years under White 
South African help and 
tutelage.

That help has been (and still 
is) wide-ranging and costly. 
South Africa has spent nearly 
R900-million in the past 13 
years alone to raise Owambo 
living standards. 

In human terms, South 
African aid has meant the 
building, establishment and 
staffing of hospitals, medical 
clinics, schools and Institutions 
for the care of Owambo aged, 
blind, crippled, deaf and in¬ 
digent. Trade schools to teach 
much-needed technical skills to 
Owambos. and the provision of 
agricultural extension services 
and cattle breeding stations to 
improve the strain of Owambo 
cattle, are other positive 
achievements of the South 
African central government 
administration. 

Hundreds of dedicated White 
South Africans are helping to 
create the infrastructure of a 
modern state in Owambo, a 
part of the world where 
primitiveness has held sway 
for centuries, and where 
change comes only slowly, and 
then often reluctantly 

* * * 

A magnifican* road network 
has been built under harsh 
climatic conditions; the cons¬ 
tant extension and 
maintenance of the canals that 
bring life-giving water from 
Southern Angola, the installa¬ 
tion of hundreds of windmills 
and the sinking of water 
boreholes, the foundation of, 
and recruitment for. an 
Owambo Police Force, radio 
broadcasting services, and 
dozens of other modern 
amenities are evidence of the 
benign South African presence 
in the territory. 

In the words of Commandant 
G. J. C. van Ntekerk, military 
commander of No. 3 Sub-area 
“There are two battles being 
waged in this vital strategic 
area — the military one 
against terrorism, and the civil 
one for the hearts and minds of 
the Owambo people. The South 
African Defence Force and the 
South African government ad¬ 
ministration have largely won 
the hearts of the Owambos. In 
the long run the fight against 
terrorism will be won with 
words, not bullets."

Norman 

independence

This is Kinsmen Mothers’ 
March week across B.C. and 
Norman Lidster of Victoria 
would like to add his voice in 
asking British Columbians to 
support the cause. 

The 55-year-old Lidster con¬ 
siders himself one of the 
major beneficiaries of the 
Kinsmen Rehabilitation Foun¬ 
dation, which raises money 
for handicapped adults and 
children. 

He was afflicted with juve¬ 
nile rheumatoid arthritis at 
the age of 12 and has been 
blind since the age of 18. 

Yet Lidster demonstrates a 
zest for living and learning 
which would do credit to any¬ 
one blessed with the use of all 
his limbs and sight. 

Bedridden and unable to 
move any part of his body 
from the nape of his neck to 
his toes, Lidster has slight 


movement of the thumb and 
forefinger of his right hand, 
and thanks to a Touch Operat¬ 
ed Selector Control (TOSC) 
unit, he can do amazing 
things. 

For instance, he can answer 
a telephone or make a phone 
call anywhere in the world. 
He can dictate letters or lis¬ 
ten to material read over the 
machine. (3r he can turn on a 
light for a visitor by merely 
touching a button, 

Lidster received the TOSC 
unit from the Kinsmen on 
Feb. 10, 1975, and he almost 
bubbles over with enthusiasm 
when asked how the machine 
has helped him. 

“I love to do my own busi¬ 
ness,” Lidster explained. 
“Being crippled is quite a 
blow to anybody.” 

The unit, devised by a qua- 
draplegic in Toronto, is about 
four feet wide, two feet deep 
and 10 inches high and can 
perform nine functions.

Besides the telephone func¬ 
tion, which is hooked up to a 
speaker phone, the unit can 
also call the nurse, turn on 
the light for Lidster’s friends, 
run the dictating machine and 
tape recorder, operate the 
radio and operate television 
audio. 

It could also operate audio 
for entrance control and open 
electronic doors, but Lidster 
doesn’t need this because he 
has been in Mount St. Mary’s 
Hospital since 1948. 

Lidster demonstrated the 
many functions of the TOSC 
unit for this reporter and ex¬ 
plained that on an outgoing 
telephone call, he enlists the 
help of an operator to get his 
number. 

The unit cost 51,600 and the 
dictating machine cost an 
extra 5400. The maintenance 
is done by Dan Stevens of 
Telephone Pioneers, a volun¬ 
teer organization of telephone 
servicemen with 20 years ser¬ 
vice. 

“The psychological effect 
(of the machine) was rather 
interesting,” Lidster said. “It 
speeded up my decision 
process. 

“The contrast at first was 
quite noticeable. I had to 
think carefully first before I 
phoned.” 

Now Lidster doesn’t have to 
call for a nurse every time he 
wants to use the telephone. 

“Most of you are familiar 
with the blessing of having 
your own telephone, but this I 
have not had for 33 years. 
Previously when I wished to 
make a call, I asked a friend 
to take me to a pay phone, 
usually a block from the hos¬ 
pital, to dial, and hold the in¬ 
strument against my ear. 
Now I can call anywhere in 
the world by merely pushing 
two buttons.” 

What Lidster accomplished 
before he had the unit is a 
story in itself. 

In Vancouver General Hospi¬ 
tal for six years before mov¬ 
ing to Mount St. Mary, 
Lidster strove to become a 
freelance writer and sold his 
first article to the Columbian 
newspaper in New West¬ 
minster in 1950. He later 
wrote for the Vancouver Sun 
as well as numerous maga¬ 
zines and other papers. 

He began writing an auto¬ 
biography in 1964 and com¬ 
pleted the manuscript in 1968. 
The book, No Time For Why, 
was published in 1972. 

He gives talks, mainly 
about rehabilitative medicine, 
and recently was a guest 
speaker at the University of 
British Columbia in Van¬ 
couver and at Reynolds jun¬ 
ior-senior high school in Victo¬ 
ria. 


"The challenge for me is In 
the preparation. I don’t use 
any notes. The trick for me is 
to try to remember what I 
prepared. 

”1 talk about how han¬ 
dicapped people can make 
their life interesting. 

“If they’ve got the desire to 
go out and do, the means are 
there. 

“If I can do it, being, stone 
blind and unable to move, 
then anybody can do it. Life is 
made to be lived and all of us 
should live it to the degree 
that we’re able.” 

He said that handicapped 
people in Canada are on the 
threshhold of the most excit¬ 
ing period of their lives, with 
the “tide of concern flowing 
ever stronger” toward helping 
them. 

But he wanted to make sure 
the public knew of the work 
the foundation was doing to 
help people who want to be 
helped. 

“The public should be reas¬ 
sured that the foundation has 
worked out their program 
very well. And they should 
also be assured their money 
will be well spend there.” 

Norman Lidster, author and 
fighter for a better life, is 
perhaps the best reason why 
Victorians should dig a little 
deeper this week when the 
Marching Mother knocks on 
the door.

The record of a 47-year-old 
Victoria man, presented 
TTiursday in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court by prosecutor Peter 
Birkett, could be considered 
almost a case history of a 
young thief who graduates to 
higher crime and then slips 
down to shoplifter status. 

Raymond Leslie Patton. 712 
Yates, pleaded guilty to a Vic¬ 
toria charge of shoplifting two 
510.50 shirts Wednesday from 
the T. Eaton Co. and it sound¬ 
ed like a routine case until the 
record was read. 

Birkett said Patton was 
first convicted in 1947 in Mon¬ 
treal, when he was 19 and 
received a suspended sen¬ 
tence for theft and false pre¬ 
tences. Then there was a gap 
until 1953 when Patton had 
five years of jail terms for 
break-ins and thefts in Quebec 
and Ontario. 

The peak of Patton’s crime 
career occurred Jan. 31, 1958, 
when he was sentenced in 
Montreal to either 12 or 17 
years — the record wasn’t 
quite clear — for three armed 
robberies and two assaults 
with intent to steal. 

The record read to Judge 
William Ostler showed 
T>aroles in 1961. 1962 and 1967 
were all revoked for new 
crimes or other reasons. Then 
came .jail terms ranging from 
four months to one year for 
thefts in the 1970-72 period in 
Ontario and finally probation 
in 1974 at Winnipeg for shop¬ 
lifting. 

Now it was shoplifting again 
and Patton asked Ostler for 
leniency, saying he had a job 
and was a diabetic — "T take 
insulin and. when I drink. I 
don’t know what I’m doing." 

Ostler regretted the "very 
bad record” meant he had to 
impose a jail term of three 
months.

Eric Grootveld, 20, arrested 
Wednesday after a 214-hour 
Victoria police stakeout at a 
motel, was charged with a Vic¬ 
toria break-in and theft.

TORONTO (CP) — If you’re 
in the Canadian Armed 
Forces and feel you’re about 
to faint, you had better do it 
according to rules and regula¬ 
tions. 

A soldier in West Germany 
sent back a copy of a memo 
on the proper procedures for 
fainting on parade. 

"Fainting is avoidable.” the 
memo says. "The dictates of 
professionalism do not de¬ 
mand that a soldier, when 


fainting, purposely avoid pro¬ 
tecting himself during the fall 
in order to prove that he is 
keen, well-trained or properly 
disciplined." 

To avoid the possibility of 
fainting, a soldier should 
make sure he has breakfast 
on the morning .of a parade 
day. 

If worst comes to worst and 
he must faint. «a soldier should 
fall to the ground under con¬ 
trol. 


To dq~ bo, he must turn his 
body approximately 45 de¬ 
grees to the right, squat down 
and roll to the left and retain 
control of his weapon to pre¬ 
vent personal injury and mini¬ 
mize damage to the weapon. 

"Every incident of fainting 
will be investigated by the 
section commander,” the 
memo says. "He will ensure 
that soldiers who have not 
complied with the above in¬ 
structions be charged.”

Dick Gregory isn’t j u s t a 
sjieaker, he's an active vol¬ 
cano. 

His condemnation of "the 
system" rains down on the 
listener like hot lava, leaving 
a burning impression that 
much is wrong with society 

To call him a comedian 
would be an insult. Humor is 
a powerful weapon in his at¬ 
tack on what he refers to as 
"the sick-minded, degenerate 
pimps” who corrupt society. 

He’s a humanitarian, civil 
rights leader, author. , ac¬ 
complished athlete and In 
those interested in his humor 
only, perhaps even a comedi¬ 
an. 


are y’all gonna do about it? 


of warmongering, right-wing 
pimps and sick, insane and 
degenerate generals." 

Throughout his talk, he ent¬ 
wined one question and one 
statement, over and over 
again: 

"What are y’all gonna do 
about it?" and "something's 
wrong.” 

Canada's youth had a "big 
job.” just like America's 
youth. For the U.S. it would 
tie easier if Canada were in¬ 
sane. he said. 

"We'd put you in a strait- 
jacket.” It was pretty well 
impossible fur Canada to do 
the same with the U.S., lie 
added.

On New York City's finan¬ 


cial woes — "On July 4. 
America will land a rocket on 
Mars.

Oil cleanup 
effort 

in Ross Bav 

J 

Cleanup operations were ex¬ 
pected to start this morning 
to mop up heavy bunker oil 
w'hieh has beten lapping at 
about 600 feet of Ross Bay 
shoreline since Thursday. 

The oil was 1 spilled from a 
ship which had left the area 
before the spill was reported 
just before 4 p.m. Thursday, 
Charles McKay, assistant co¬ 
ordinator of thte Provincial 
Emergency Program, said 
Thursday nighft. Amount of oil 
spilled was not determined. 

The federal environmental 
protection Service, ministry of 
transport and officials of the 
city of Victoria's emergency 
program had befcn informed 
of the spill, he said. 

If the major portion of the 
spill w’as still on water, nor¬ 
mal cleanup procedure would 
involve use of an apparatus 
called a "snare," which con¬ 
fines the oil, and "grab oil," a 
foam which absorbs it. Oil on 
the shore could be soaked up 
with pfeat moss or burned. 


Bonner said specific in¬ 
creases would be worked out 
over the next few months, as 
soon as a cost control pro¬ 
gram is completed. 

"It must be pointed out that 
we are not out to make a 
profit; our frame of reference 
is covering costs.” he said. 

Bonner said he is also re¬ 
viewing the future electrical 
supply possibilities for B.C.

But mostly Dick Greogry is 
black.

Hydro would probably 
break even on its electrical 
and natural gas utility opera¬ 
tions this year, he said. 

"It will be close to break 
even, but it is more likely to 
be on the down side than the 
high side,” Bonner said. 

He said Hydro had to cover 
its costs if it was to retain its 
credit rating so it could obtain 
future working capital on the 
international m6hey market 

About future electrical sup¬ 
plies, Bonner said Hydro is 
reconsidering hydro electric 
projects in comparison with 
the thermal generating proj¬ 
ect using coal from the Hat 
Creek deposits, owned by 
Hydro. 

On the face of it Hat Creek 
is a cheaper source of elec¬ 
tricity. he said, but if the BTU 
(British thermal unit) price of 
the coal was considered in re¬ 
lation to the electricity which 
could be produced, "it isn’t 
such a good deal any more.”

"I phoned my wife last 
night and read her the alpha¬ 
bet backwards; kept the CIA 
up all night, trying to break 
the code." said Dick Gregory, 
the comedian. 

"Tricking, lying, conniving 
and murder is the game 
they’ve been playing with the 
American public." said Dick

The union charged that 18 
of 50 employees were laid off 
Monday, the day after they 
voted to affiliate with the 
Beverage Dispense is. 

Chateau manager Fred Wie- 
land said earlier "it was all a 
misunderstanding." He said 
he. was unaware of union ac¬ 
tivity at the time and that the 
employees were not laid off. 
but placed on the "temporary 
w-inter help” list. 

However, the complaint 
registered with the Labor Re¬ 
lations Board included af¬ 
fidavits from some employees 
who claimed union activity 
was the reason for dismissal. 

Gerussi said he met Thurs¬ 
day with Wieland and was 
told all ’employees with the 
exception. of a temporary 
worker and bartender Louis 
Burrows were being called 
back to work. 

The union was concerned 
with the case of Burrows, a 
member of the Beverage Dis¬ 
pensers for 20 years and in¬ 
strumental in the organizing 
drive at the hotel. 

Gerussi said he was told the 
hotel was sirqply reducing its 
bartending staff by one be¬ 
cause there wasn't enough 
work for three men.

Victoria is $53,500, and for the 
rest of Vancouver Island 
$44,650, it was anhounced 
Thursday.

Less than a year ago the 
NHA limit was $30,000 across 
the country, but last April a 
varied structure was set up 
with limits ranging between

five years if borrowers quali¬ 
fied for federal interest reduc¬ 
tion loans. 

Pitt explained that under 
NHA rules homebuyers could 
borrow 95 per cent of the first 
$47,000 of lending value, and 
75 per cent of the remainder 
up to the maximum loan 
amount. The rest of the 
money would have to be a 
down payment.

That was a matter for the 
committee to delve Into with 
the oil producers, he said. He 
was not qualified to discuss 
exploration, current reserves 
or possible future additions. 

Wylie said later, however, 
that the oil company partners 
in his company would have to 
be optimistic over chances of 
confirming the oil reserves to 
spend $10 million to $15 mil¬ 
lion on studies and prepara¬ 
tion of an application to the 
National Energy Board. 

The companies themselves, 
under federal regulations al¬ 
lowing them to keep informa¬ 
tion on reserves secret for 
two years, have not said how 
much they have discovered. 

The three major companies 
involved in delta exploration 
— ‘mperial Oil Ltd., Shell 
Canada Ltd. and Gulf Oil Can¬ 
ada Ltd. — are members of 
the Beaufort-Delta project. 
The other partners are In¬ 
terprovincial Pipeline Ltd. 
and Trans Mountain Pipeline 
Co. 

Wylie told the committee 
that between 1.8 billion and 
7.2 billion barrels of oil would 
have to be found to justify a 
pipeline. The exact number 
would depend on Its size and 
capacity. 

Ail the oil would be needed 
in Canada and he saw little 
hope of any being available 
for export. 

Another prerequisite for a 
pipeline would be substantial¬ 
ly higher oil prices. 

He told reporters later the 
company would need at least 
the current world price of 
$11.71 a barrel and perhaps 
more. 

Just the cost of moving the 
oil through a pipeline from 
the delta to southern Alberta 
could “eat up 75 per cent” of 
the current $8-a-barrel domes¬ 
tic oil price. There would also 
have to be payments to the oil 
companies for the oil, costs of 
gathering the oil in the North 
and distributing it from south-

Wylie said the company had 
studied pipeline sizes from 
24-inches in diameter to 48 
inches at a cost of between $2 
billion and $4 billion and a Ca¬ 
pacity of 200,000 to two mil¬ 
lion barrels a day. 

.But he added that it leaned 
more toward a pipeline of be¬ 
tween 30 and 36 inches with a 
capacity of up too one million 
barrels a day.

Wylie said he felt an oil 
pipeline might be delayed if 
Arctic Gas did not win ap¬ 
proval for its gas line. 

In his opinion, the rival 
Foothills Pipeline Ltd. appli¬ 
cation would require more 
gas reserves in the delta since 
it would not be moving Alas¬ 
kan supplies. i 

That might delay Foothills, 
which in turn might reduce 
exploration in the North de¬ 
cause of a lack of connections 
to markets. An exploration 
cut would, in turn, mean 
delays in finding enough oil to 
support a pipeline.

Adams has been a leading 
organizer in Premier Cablevi¬ 
sion, parent firm of Victoria 
Cablevision, which will be 
asking for a licence renewal, 
rate increase and — most 
controversial of all — inaugu¬ 
ration of mid-band viewing to 
meet CRTC regulations. 

This article is intended to 
tell how Hardin came to 
champion non-commercial TV 
while a second will relate how 
Adams took an opposite path 
and a third will detail the 
basics of what the hearing is 
all about. 

Hardin. 39,'is general man¬ 
ager of the citizens’ group 
Capital Cooperative and pres¬ 
ident of the Association for 
Public Broadcasting in B.C. 
He is also an authoi\ free¬ 
lance broadcaster, philosophy 
graduate and a bit of both a 
nationalist and a romantic. 

Bom in Vegreville, Alta., he 
graduated from Queen’s Uni¬ 
versity in Kingston, Ont., and 
since then has “always sur¬ 
vived more or less on a free¬ 
lance basis.” He began broad¬ 
casting almost a decade ago 
as a free-lance theatre and 
book reviewer and then com¬ 
mentator for the CBC. 

His interest in broadcasting 
politics did not begin until 
1969 when he started his¬ 
torical research for his book 
on the Canadian economic 
identity, A Nation Unaware, 
published in 1974. He began 
reading of the roots of Cana¬ 
dian broadcasting and came 
to believe in a non-commer¬ 
cial core. 

Hardin thought Canadian 
TV was headed in the direc¬ 
tion of ”a fairly central role 
in all broadcasting” and did 
not think the CRTC would 
ever licence a third network 
“until the CBC and CTV did 
their job.” 

But the CRTC did with On¬ 
tario’s Global, so he formed 
his association in 1973 and 
began turning up at CRTC 
hearings. First, the associa¬ 
tion only opposed new com¬ 
mercial stations.

din had changed by last year 
to the positive idea of “financ¬ 
ing a new kind of non-com¬ 
mercial TV . . . and the best 
possible way open, under the 
law and the political circum¬ 
stances, is the cash flow of 
cable.” 

Where to start in urging the 
CRTC to convert cable to non¬ 
profit systems? Vancouver 
was too large and had too lit¬ 
tle citizen interest white unli¬ 
censed areas like Hope were 
too small. 

Victoria proved just right. 
Said Hardin: “It’s unlikely at 
this stage of the game that it 
could have happened any¬ 
where else in the country. 
There is a great local feeling 
here. Victorians really want 
to do more things for them¬ 
selves in the way of TV pro¬ 
duction.” 

Core interest came from the 
people who organized last 
year’s 9,000-signature Publi- 
cair petition protesting a com¬ 
mercial Channel 10. While the 
signers were not championing 
a subscriber-owned cable sys¬ 
tem, this seemed the place to 
seek support and some 
hundreds of dollars have 
come in. 

With educator John Young 
as president and numerous

OTTAWA (CP) - Progres¬ 
sive Conservative MP John 
Reynolds says he has about 
18,000 signatures on a petition 
opposing CBC plans for new 
West Coast television ser¬ 
vices, including a French lan¬ 
guage station in Vancouver. 

The petition arrived at Ca¬ 
nadian Radio-Television Com¬ 
mission headquarters here 
this week as the broadcast 
licensing agency prepared for 
public hearings starting Mon¬ 
day in Vancouver. 

Reynolds, one of five B-C. 
MPs planning to speak 
against the proposals at the 
hearings, said those who 
signed the petition # did not 
want CBC French services to 
displace imported U.S. televi¬ 
sion signals from cable televi¬ 
sion systems. 

Reynolds obtained the sig¬ 
natures in response to adver¬ 
tisements in Vancouver area 
newspapers. Other B.C. MPs 
say they received large vol¬ 
umes of mail opposing the 
French television plan. 

Until the Reynolds petition 
arrived, submissions to the 
CRTC were running heavily in 
favor of the French-language 
television station. Of 112 let¬ 
ters on file at the Jan. 19 
deadline for written submis¬ 
sions, 95 supported the pro¬ 
posal. 

Seventeen letters opposed 
the projxreal — some accom¬ 
panied by strong anti-French 
sentiments. 

The CBC plans have caused 


controversy in the area, 
where predominantly English- 
speaking residents are accus¬ 


tomed to receiving up to six 
U.S. television stations by 
cable.

Galbraith stressed that his 
land was "right across from a 
68-home subdivision" and ail 
neighbors were of the opinion 
tha t his land should be used 
for housing. 

The Sooke Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission, he said, 
had also recommended last 
year that the land be used for 
residential development. 

Further support for his 
plans, Galbraith said, had 
come last year from Wood, 
McLelland and Associates, a 
Calgary-based firm of consult¬ 
ing engineers. 

The firm was hired by the 
regional board last year at a 
cost of $18,000 to help prepare 
a community plan for Sooke. 

"That firm also recom¬ 
mended my land be used far 
residential purposes,” Gal¬ 
braith said. 

He said he must l>e "up 
against some enemy” but 
added that he had no idea 
who that enemy could he.

Krautzan, who visited the 

players recently, is interested 
in having them but, as Bolitho 
said Thursday, “there are a 
lot of ifs and Krautzan hasn’t 


made any commitments.”. 

Bolitho and Robinson have 
only a week to sign a letter of 
intent with the Olympic team 
if they hope to compete in the 
Games at Montreal in July. 

National-coach Colin 
Morris, who took over the 
dub late last year and is pre¬

pounders mooching with herring and Norse-Sildas. Action has 
been found along the log booms and in front of the break¬ 
water at Beachcomber Marina. 

At the Barkley Sound entrance to Albeml Inlet, around 
Rainey Bay and Ecoole, anglers have been picking up Chin¬ 
ooks in the 15 to 20-pound bracket on herring strip, and 
trolling quite shallow. 

Chemainus waters have been giving up some chinooks 
and Upper Sansum Narrows has been fair for jacks and coho 
grilse. * 

Bold Bluff \vaters of Sanstim Narrows have been active 
for salmon anglers, herring jiggers and grey cod moochers. 

Richard Hoek mooched a better than 20-pound ehinook 
from Bold Bluff waters Wednesday. 

The herring in those water* are big and anglers have 
been jigging them for bait and food, about 150 feet off the 
rocks and 18 to 22 pull* deep. 

The big run of grey cod is 1 unusual and anglers have been 
getting sack* full. 

There has been lively action casting off the docks at Co- 
wlohan Bay. Procedure has been to jig a spiall herring first 
and then cast it out as live bait and hope for a salmon. 

Saanich Inlet fishing has been good fairly w’ell all over, 
with jack chinooks and grilse making up most of the total 
catch, averaging 2.76 fish a boat. The same kind of action is 
being found in Deep Cbve and Sidney waters. 

Fifteen-year-old Anthony Gurr had a big thrill Sunday 
morning at Ten Mile Point when he hooked into a ehinook 
around 20 pounds while casting from the rocks' with 1 Mi-ounce 
green back Stingsilda. 

He hit it on his fourth cast, but it broke hi* 15-pound-test 
line before he was able to beach it. 

“Oh boy! I am sure going to try again this weekend," he 

said. 

Oak Bay waters have been fairly good, with George 
Moore's 28-pounder off Fiddle Reef on anchovy Sunday the 
biggest of the w^eek. Trial Island has been good. Fiddle Reef 
waters fairly good and The Gap fair. Anchovies have been 
the hot Oak Bay lure. * 

Victoria waterfront fishing slowed down somewhat on the 
wekend, along with fishing ffort, but they are still catching 
plenty of small chinooks and the occasional big one. 

Sooke-Becher Bay — Pedder Bay waters have slackened 
off a little, but anglers aih still averaging 2.28 fish t -> a boat. 

In Becher Bay anglers have been fishing off the Bed¬ 
fords, to Aldridge Point and off the Head. They have been 
using 70 to 144 feet of line, two pounds of weight and 
anchovies, strip, large minnows, No. 5 wonder spoons, and 
blue hootchies.

EDMONTON (CP) — The 
Grey Cup-winning Edmonton 
Eskimos have discovered that 
championship performance on 
the playing field doesn't nec¬ 
essarily mean the same on 
the pages of a ledger. 

The 1975 financial statement 
presented at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the 1975 Canadian Foot- 
fa a 11 League champions, 
showed a net loss of $5,689., 
The Eskimos had a deficit of 
$24,885 in 1974. 

However, the report indicat¬ 
ed the Eskimos' success on 
the field was equalled by their 
success at the box office as 
188,723 fans poured into Ed¬ 
monton’s Clarke Stadium in 
1975 compared with 167,228 in 
1974. 

The increased attendance, 
and * across-the-board ticket 
price increases of $1 in 1975, 
made itself felt in gate re¬ 
ceipts as the Eskimos grossed 
$1,271,443 compared with 
$977,854 in 1974. 

Combined with playoff 
monies from the Western Con¬ 
ference and national finals 
and television and radio fees, 
the Eskimos’ total income in¬ 
creased 20 per cent to 
$1,614,641 from $1,341,862 in 
1974. 

Club treasurer Greg Green- 
ough told shareholders that 
since 1969, attendance at Es¬ 
kimo games has increased 61 
per cent and receipts have 
risen 124 per cent. 


However, a 22-per-cent in¬ 
crease in the total salary 
costs for players and coaches 
offset the club’s bumper year 
at the gate as the Eskimos 
paid out $1,130,902 in wages 


compared with $923,000 the 
previous year. 

“This year we paid out 
$126,000 because of injuries, 
the highest amount in the 
club's history,” Greenough 
said.

Expenses offset 
record revenue 


CALGARY (CP) - Despite 
record crowds and gate reve¬ 
nues. Calgary Stami>eders of 
the Western Football Confer¬ 
ence lost $144,093 on football 
operations in 1975. > 

The net loss, revealed 
Thursday by general manager 
Gary Hobson, was only $23,869 
due to the. proceeds of Cal¬ 
gary's annual $100-a plate din¬ 
ner. 

Revenue totalled $1,512,926, 
compared with $1,268,083 in 
1974. when the Stampeders 
lost $186,351 on football opera¬ 
tions and declared a net loss 
of $58,775. 

Higher costs for coaches 
and players and travelling ex¬ 


penses contributed to the in¬ 
creased deficit. 

The Stampeders earned 
more from the Grey Cup 
playoffs, gate equalization, 
exhibition games and pro¬ 
gram sales but spent more for 
park rental, ticket handling 
and home-game expenses, 
scouting and minor football, 
public relations and promo¬ 
tion, office operation and 
medical care. 

The medical expense in¬ 
creased by only $100 and the 
cost of equipment and repairs 
declined by about $5,000. 

Income from functions not 
directly related to football to¬ 
talled $127,576 in 1974 com¬ 
pared with $120,224 last year.

Olympic ski conditions perfect 


INNSBRUCK, Austria (AP) 
— Thick layers of powder 
snow maintained by tempera¬ 
tures hovering well below 
freezing covered the Winter 
Olympic Alpine and Nordic 
ski trails Thursday, and con¬ 
ditions were described as 
“perfect’’ five days before the 
start of the Innsbruck Games. 

Nearly three feet of snow 
kept crisp by the low temper¬ 
atures lay on the upper part 
of Patscherkofel Mountain, 
site of the men's Alpine down¬ 
hill race next Thursday. 

“There’s about 11 inches of 
packed snow on the lower sec¬ 
tions of the track, and several 
hundred soldiers are continu¬ 
ing to prepare the base," a 
lift operator said. 

The 3145-metre course over¬ 
looking Innsbruck drops 870 
metres as it winds its way 
down the mountain. 

Conditions also were ex¬ 
cellent on the women's down¬ 
hill trail, organizers said. 

"The trails have nine to 11 
inches of packed snow and the 
temperature fell below zero 
(Fahrenheit) overnight,’’ a 
spokesman said. "We have 
280 soldiers and six civilians 
packing the snow with their 
skis and sprinkling water to 


harden the base. Conditions 
couldn’t be better." 

The first women’s race is 
the downhill on Feb. 8. 

On the Nordic cross-country 
trails in suburban Seefeld, 
race officials reported ex¬ 
cellent conditions — 19 inches 
of powder snow on a hard 
base. 

“We have 200 soldiers pre¬ 
paring the trails, but condi¬ 
tions are the best possible 
right now," a spokesman 
said. "Our only worry is that 
the snow could thaw if the 
temperatures rise before the 
first men’s event’’ — the 30- 
kilometre cross-country race 
next Thursday.

The ruling from the high 
court was the final verdict in 
a case begun almost three 
years ago against the movie, 
producer Alberto Grimaldi, 
director Bernardo Bertolucci 
and actors Marlon Brando 
and Maria Schneider. 

They will be subject to 
arrest if they show up in 
Italy. Each was fined $40 and 
assessed $132 in court costs.

lished in Spain under a new 
film law drafted by the gov¬ 
ernment. Rogelio Diaz, the 
government’s director-general 
for the film industry, said 
Thursday.

I S. expert condemns Woodlands 

‘School would be closed and fined if it were not government-run’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Con¬ 
ditions at Woodlands School 
for the Mentally Handicapped 
in neartjy New Westminster 
are so bad, the school would 
be closed down and fined if it 
were e non-government insti¬ 
tution, a United States expert 
on the rehabilitation of the 
handicapped said here. 

Gunnar Dybwad, professor 
oh human development at 
Brandeis University, Walth¬ 
am, Mass., said Woodlands is 


overcrowded, understaffed 
' and poorly equipped. 

"How is it "possible that in 
Woodlands you tolerate spe¬ 
cific violations of the law 
which, if this were in a pri¬ 
vate institution, would close 
down the institution?” he 
asked a.t a lecture at Van¬ 
couver General Hospital. 

Dybwad. formerly director 
of a mental retardation proj¬ 
ect for the International 
Vnion for Child Welfare in 
Geneva, said in an interview 


NEW YORK (CNS) —

Miss Sprung said that be¬ 
fore she lost the 100 pounds, 
the critics would review her 
tonnage as well as her talent 
while touring. 

I began downing diet pills 
but they made me so nervous 
that my performance suf¬ 
fered.”

"On matinee days I was 
rushed,” she said.

"laws and regulations for the 
protection of human beings.” 

These, he said, related to 
occupancy, space require¬ 
ments. available sendees, 
quality of equipment and 
" in i n i m u m protection in 
terms of staffing." 

"We're dealing in part, with 
helpless -individuals on whose 
behalf we must enforce pro¬ 
tective legislation," he said. 

There is, however, a "tradi¬ 
tion in Canada and in Van¬ 


couver which exempts provin¬ 
cial institutions” from certain 
protective regulations, he 
said. 

Dybwad said if they were 
violated "to the extent which 
is evident at Woodlands, it 
would lead to the immediate 
closing of such facilities and 
undoubtedly to a fine being 
levied." 

He said he would like to 
send a team of experts into 
Woodlands to examine blind 


and deaf people who are also 
supposedly retailed. 

Most likely, he said, many 
shouldn’t be in Woodlands in 
the first place. 

Dybwad, whose main lec¬ 
ture was devoted mainly to a 
discussion of the children's 
bill of rights proposed by the 
Family and Children’s I-aw 
Commission, said the pro- 
I>osed bill reflects develop¬ 
ments in human rights taking 
place in many western coun¬ 
tries. 


"Some provisions in the bill 
would produce a fundamental 
change in divorce proceed¬ 
ings. he said. 

Tbe articles say children 
have a right of consultation, 
counselling and legal assis¬ 
tance in decisions related to 
guardianship, custody and de¬ 
termination of status. 

"No longer would children 
be pawns to be thrown back 
and forth by tw'o attorneys,” 
said Dybwad.

MADRID (UPI) — Police 
fired rubber bullets Thursday 
to disperse hundreds of 
women with their children, 
demonstrating in front of the 
education ministry for more 
schools, free schooling and 
better pay for teachers, Euro- 
pa Press news agency said. 


Belfast man 
shot in lied 

BELFAST (UPI) - Gun- | 
men climbed a ladder to the 
bedroom window of a Roman j 
Catholic man in North Bel- i 
fast’s upper Cavehill Road I 
early Thursday and shot him , 
to death in bed. 


BONN (Reuter) Blonde 
Amazon wariors lay side by 
side in the same grave with 
their male comrades-in-arms. 
Their bows' and arrows lay 
beside them and their spears 
stuck up out of the ground to 
mark their last resting 
place. 

The young women of the 
German tribes 2,000 years ago 
were trained as soldiers and 
fought shoulder-to-shoulder 
with men. 

Ancient war graves recently 
discovered by German ar¬ 
cheologists have provided the 
first full proof of what so far 
hagOonly been known from le¬ 
gend’and Roman chroniclers. 


In 274 AD, in the region of 
the Roman emperor Aure- 
lianus, it is recorded that 10 
captured girl warriprs from 
the tribe of the Goths' were 
led through the streets in a 
triumphal procession wearing 
men's clothing. 

A grave dating from 350 BC 
opened recently in Tecklen- 
burg, Westphalia, contained 
the bodies of three women 
and eight men. They had 
shields, swords and spears be¬ 
side them and the girls, who 
had all died from weapon 


wounds, had bows and arrows 
as well. 


The Valkyries were wearing 
long close-fitting doeskin 
trusers similar to those in 
current fashion, together with 
woolen jerkins, says a report 
in the West German specialist 
periodical Archaeologisches 
Korrespondenzblatt. 

Dr. Alfred Dieck, author of 
the article, gives details of 
another find near Bad Grund 
in the Harz Mountains where 
the bodies of four women war¬ 
riors were found. All had died 
from sword strokes evidently 
received in battle. They too 
were wearing male clothing. 


Many of the graves have 
been found in moorland where 
the peat has hel|>ed to pre¬ 
serve bodies, clothing and 
weapons. 

I n Osterburg, Saxony, 
which now is part of East 
Germany, the body of a 
woman warrior was found 
also wearing leather trousers 
and jacket. Her shield was 
badly hacked and she had 
been killed by sword cuts. 

Others have been found in 
Brandenburg, near Berlin, 
and in the formerly German- 
inhabited Sudetenland, now In 

Czechoslovakia. 


When the Romans landed in 
Britain it was Boadicea, the 
fighting queen of the Iceni, 
and her two daughters who 
led the counterattack. 

Other graves preserved in 
moorland, near Denamrk and 
upper Bavaria enable a rough 
dating to be made of the time 
when female bow-and-arrow 
brigades were being demobi¬ 
lized and fighting became an 
exclusively male occupation. 

Those graves, dating from 
GOO and 700 AD, contain the 
bodies of women killed in bat¬ 
tle but who were banner 
bearers and not combatants. 
The one in Denmark lay on a 
shield which had been pierced 
by an arrow, while the Bavar¬ 
ian Amazon was clasping 
what happeared to be a thick 
flagstaff.

The prevention of child 
abuse and neglect can begin 
the moment the baby is born, 
said Dr. Anderson, if 'doctors 
and nusres watch for signs 
that the mother is rejecting it. 

“The great need in this 
area is preventive services,” 
added Professor Murray 
Fraser, dean of the faculty of 
law at the University of Victo¬ 
ria. “At this time we are only 
dealing with cases after a 
crisis, after the battering has 
been done.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Dr. Anderson and Dean 
Fraser were directors of a re¬ 
search group which inves¬ 
tigated child abuse in Nova 
Scotia for the provincial gov¬ 
ernment in 1973. 

Dr. Anderson said children 
under five have less protec¬ 
tion than school aged chil¬ 
dren. “An eight-year-old goes 
to school and can tell the 
teacher, the nurse or the 
neighbor kids about what’s 
ging on .at home." 

He said 25 per cent of Nova 
Scotia child abuse and neglect 
occurs in single-parent fami¬ 
lies. 

★ ★ ★ 

He listed the personality 
traits of the battering parent 
as immature, impulsive, self- 
centred, hypertense, intoler¬ 
ant of confugion, and in poor 
control of aggression. The 
other parent is usually pas¬ 
sive and too timid to report 
w’hat is happening to the 
child, he said.

It all began when Mrs. 
Thorne began making doll 
houses for family and friends 
and eventually thc> became 
so elaborate she felt tfoey 
should not be given to chil¬ 
dren to «play with, but used 
rather to show how people 
lived in other countries in pre¬ 
vious eras. 

Later on trips' with her hus¬ 
band to London. Paris, and 
Rome. Mrs. Thome shopped 
for miniature items to place 
in the rooms, and eventually 
gathered together a corps of 
( raftsmen to make tiny furni¬ 
ture pieces. 

Her standards were high for 
craftsmanship, the scale and 
the authenticity of the de¬ 
signs. 

★ * ★ 

According to Eugene J. Kup- 
jack, one of the craftsmen in 
her corps, she would plan the 
room to be as like the setting 
she was depicting as possible, 
but would select the furniture 
to be copied in miniature 
through research. 

She felt that since most of 
the famous homes she was 
“reproducing” did not have 
the original furnishings, she 
could make the rooms dynam¬ 
ic by putting together the best 
of the period. 

And. just as today’s homes 
include a collection of pieces 
from several years, so she se¬ 
lected item§ which were of a 
time span of 10 to 20 years for 
her rooms. 

★ ★ ★ 

Kupjack says that the 
rooms were detailed by Mrs. 
Thome and then an architect 
drew the plans for them. They 
were made in three-sized 
form, using some theatrical 


techniques to give the feeling 
of a four-sided room. 

One who views the detail in 
these room, all done in the 
scale of one inch to one foot, 
or 1/1 2 actual size, is 
impressed with the realism of 
the veneers on the case pieces 
of furniture, the porcelains, 
and the sconces. 


“It’s clever fakery,” de¬ 
clares Kupjack, and that’s the 
art in making miniatures. 
“Those -veneers you were 
impressed with are painted 
on. You just can’t show the 
wood grain in a real veneer in 
the small size.” 

Marble fireplaces also are 
painted, and many of the 
sconces and wall decor are 
pieces from jewelry which 
Mrs. Ward had in her collec¬ 
tion. Many of the metal cups, 
silverware, and pots were 
made specifically by Kupjack. 

Kupjack’s own knowledge of 
working with plastics in the 
early days of the material to 
make it look like glass and 
cane, is what brought him to 
Mrs. Thome’s attention. 


He worked for her for 3 1 * 
years and is the last of the 
craftsmen left who does the 
work. Since then he has been 
building miniatures' for pri¬ 
vate and commercial custom- 
ec^-from his Park Ridge. Illi¬ 
nois, studio. 

Maintaining the Thorne 
rooms requires expert house¬ 
keeping, he said, indicating 
that they are dusted regular- 
ly, with each piece of furni¬ 
ture moved and carefully 
cared for. Leather seats of 
the tiny chairs are treated 
with preservatives and re¬ 


placed when necessary by 
Kupjack. 

Petit point carpets, some 
made by Mrs. Thorne herself, 
or by the Needlwork and Tex¬ 
tile Guild of the Art Institute 


of Chicago, are pulled each 
time they’re dusted to keep 
them flat, and for this reason 
muSt he replaced from time 
to time.

OTTAWA (CP) — Substan¬ 
tial savings can be made by 
substituting a vegetable pro¬ 
tein food such as dried beans 
when planning meals, say 
economists at the food adviso¬ 
ry services, Agriculture Cana¬ 
da. 

"We usually pay less atten¬ 
tion to vegetables than to 
meat during the winter 
months," said a department 
spokesman. "It’s too easy to 
serve canned or frozen vege¬ 
tables." 

Only a half a cup of cooked 
dried beans, peas or lentils 
provides as much protein as 
one egg or one ounce of meat, 
fish or cheese, the spokesman 
said. 

"Since they do not contain 
all the components of protein 
that we need for growth, 
serve them in combination 
with small amounts of other 
animal protein or vegetable 
protein foods, cereals and 
nuts." 

Possible main dishes would 
be vegetable curries on rice 
or noodles, green fieppers 
stuffed With nutts, legumes 
and seeds. •

CALORIE CONSCIOUS COOKING 


By Barbara Cibbons 



One oFlhe joys of winter is 
the sweet harvest of tanger¬ 
ines, a dieter’s delight at only 
36 calories each. The words 
"tangerine” and ‘mandarin 
orange" are not interchangea¬ 
ble. ‘ Tangerine" applies only 
to red-skinned varieties. 'Die 
less frequently seen yellow- 
skin types are the true Man¬ 
darin oranges. But most 
cooks, and cookbooks, use 
both words for both types. 

The simplest way to enjoy a 
langerine is to zip one open 
and eat it. But tangerines can 
also provide inspiration as an 
ingredient in your kitchen. 

Here are some ideas: 
MANDARIN CUCUMBER 
SALAD 

3 cucumbers 

4 tangerines or mandarin 
oranges 

cup low-fat yogurt or low- 
cal sour cream dressing 
1 tablespoon brown sugar 
or brown-sugar substitute 
% teaspoon salt 
Romaine lettuce. 

Peel the cucumbers and 
quarter lengthwise. Cut away 
the seeds. Cut cucumbers in 
one-inch lengths. Peel the tan¬ 
gerines and separate into sec¬ 
tions. Seed the sections with 
the tip of a pointed knife. Toss 
together lightly and serve on 
romaine lettuce. Serves six, 
59 calories each (42 calories 
without sugar). 

C URACAO CHOCOLATE 
CUSTARD 

WITH TANGERINES 
2% tablespoons unsweetened 
cocoa 

3 tablesfxxms cornstarch 
3 cups skim milk 
3 tablespoons sugar or 
equivalent sugar substitute 

1 egg 

2 egg yolks 
2 tangerines 

12 teaspoons orange liqueur 
.Stir the cocoa and corn¬ 
starch together. Beat in % 


cup cold milk, until smooth. 
Beat in the sugar and eggs. 
Scald the remaining milk in a 
saucepan, then slowly stir the 
hot milk into the chocolate 
mixture. Return the entire 
mixture to the saucepan and 
heat to boiling. Cook and stir 
for three minutes. 

Remove from the heat and 
pour into six custard cups. 
Chill. Arange tangerine seg¬ 
ments in a pinwheel form on 
top of each custard. Top each 
with two teasjioons or orange 
liqueur just before serving. 
Serves six, 162 calories each 
(138 calories without sugar). 

Note: If using sugar substi¬ 
tute, stir it into the hot mix¬ 
ture iust before pouring into 
the custard cups. 

MOCK CHINESE DUCK 
WITH TANGERINES ^ 

2 turkey thighs 
Garlic salt and pepper 
MSG (optional) 

2 tablespoons soy sauce 
1 cup water 

H cup unsweetened tanger¬ 
ine or orange juice 
1 tablespoon vinegar 
J 2 cup dried apricots 
1 teaspoon grated tangerine 
rind 

3 tangerines, sectioned and 
seeded 

With sharp knife, split oy>en 
turkey thighs and trim away 
the bone. Sprinkle inside of 
the meat with a little garlic 
salt, pepper, some MSG and 
sov sauce. 

Roll up and place in cover¬ 
ed oven-proof roasting pan. 
Add remaining ingredients — 
except tangerines. Cover and 
bake at 350 degrees until tur¬ 
key is tender, about 1^4 hours. 

Remove turkey and keep 
warm. Tip pan and drain off 
fat from sauce with bulb-type 
baster. Slice the turkey and 
I*>ur on the sauce. Garnish 
with tangerine sections. 
Makes six servings, 268 calo¬ 
ries each.

size and shape of a blanched 
almond, growing up from out 
of the top of the bulb. 

If left unchecked, these 
shoots would become long and 
skinny, like the shoots from a 
sack of potatoes in a warm, 
dark basement, and as these 
are very fragile and brittle, 
most of them would break off 
during the planting opera¬ 
tions. 

* ★ ★ 

With at least threemonths to 
go before the soil will be dry 
enough and warm enough to 
plant out our bulbs, drastic 
action must be taken to con¬ 
vince these early risers that 
spring is NOT just around the 
corner, and they had better 
go back to sleep for a while 
longer. 

The only way to do this is to 
find a cooler — but still frost- 
free — place for their storage. 

I find a thermometer is ab¬ 
solutely necessary for check¬ 
ing the temperature of the 
gladiolus store. It seems to be 
a common human failing to 
estimate temperatures much 
lower than they really are. 

For instance, one corner of 


my basement is uncomfort¬ 
ably chilly, and I would have 
taken my oath that the tem- 
perature was cool enough to 
maintain dormancy in the 
glad bulbs, around 4 decrees 
C., but on checking it with a 
cheap thermometer it turned 
out to be a good 20 degrees 
G. and much too warm for 
good storage of gladiolus. 

★ ★ ★ 

While going over the bulbs, 
keep a careful eye cocked for 
any specimens infected with 
mould or brown rot, and any 
which don’t appear to be in 
normal health should be re¬ 
moved and burned. 

Like the traditional bad 
apple in a barrel, each one of 
these can infect its neighbors 
and such rot diseases can 
spread like wildfire through¬ 
out the store of bulbs. 

You’ll probably find some 
bulbs sporting shiny dark 
brown beauty spots here 
end there on their surface. 
This is gladiolus scab, a skin 
disease of glads and, when 
only the odd few spots are 
present, not a very serious in¬ 
fection. 




One peculiarity of plant life 
I hav^ never been able to fig¬ 
ure out is how a gladiolus 
bulb in storage is capable of 
sensing the approach of 
spring. 

It can still be midwinter as 
far as us humans are con¬ 
cerned, dreary and cold, but 
tucked away in the darkness, 
in their cool corner of the 
basement or root cellar, the 
bulbs are beginning to stir 
and show signs of awakening 
life. 

The first indication to ap¬ 
pear is the development of 
tiny “warts” or nodules on 
the bottom of the bulb around 
the edge of the root scar. 

These are the new roots 
emerging, and at this time of 
the year it is quite right and 
proper that these little white 
bumps should form. 

★ ★ * * 

Any sign of topgrowlh, 
though, is a pup from a dif¬ 
ferent litter, and such prema¬ 
ture sprouting can lead to 
real trouble later on. 

The thing to look for in 
overhauling your bulbs is a 
pointed white shoot, about the

LOS ANGELES (LAT) -

discs will be coming on the 
market in the next two years, 
adding a new choice to home 
entertainment and study. 
Played on a high-speed turn¬ 
table hooked up to an ordi¬ 
nary color TV set, the video 
discs will show anything from 


feature movies to home study 
courses. 

The player will cost a bit 
more than a console color TV. 
and the records roughly $10 to 
$15 for an hour's show. 
Cheaper versions of the video 
discs may eventually appear 
as tearout supplements in 
magazines.

Beetles enlisted 
to combat beetles 


BURNABY, B.C (CP) — In 
his efforts to find ways to 
combat the ambrosia beetle, a 
Simon Fraser University en¬ 
tomologist has enlisted thou¬ 
sands of assistants—ambrosia 
beetles. 

The beetles, which damage 
felled trees and lumber, serve 
rs chemical detectors in a te¬ 
dious process of isolating pow¬ 
erful attractants which can be 
used to lure the insects to 
their doom. 

John Borden and his stu¬ 
dents have already applied re¬ 
sults of the research to build 
beetle traps for the Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel Ltd. sawmill at 
Chemainus, B.C.,- on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

The trap* were baited with 
sulcatol, a chemical attrac- 
tant secreted by one at the 
three species of male ambro¬ 
sia beetles found in British 
Columbia. In nature the 
chemical serves to notify 
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other beetles when a fallen 
tree is discovered. 

Dr. Borden said that in a 
test last summer, four traps 
bailed with sulcatol captured 
87 per cent of the beetles in 
wie mill area. 

The chemists start with 
sawdust produced by the bee¬ 
tle tunneling in the wood. A 
series of solvents are used to 
extract the chemicals in the 
sawdust and the extracts are 
tested in Dr. Borden’s labora¬ 
tory. 

To get the sawdust, he and 
his students haunt logging 
camps and construction proj¬ 
ects to gather felled timber 
infected with the insects. 
Eggs laid in the wood eventu¬ 
ally produce adult beetles. 
About 25,000 beetles are re¬ 
quired for one experiment. 

The insects are named for 
the ambrosia fungus, which Is 
carried by them. The fungus 
sprouts in the trees and the 
beetles harvest it for food. 

The insects damage lumber 
from every species of conifer 
and are a special problem for 
wood destined for export be¬ 
cause the importing countries 
\von’t accept wood with any 
trace of infection, Dr. Borden 
said. 

The cost of the traps is 
much less than spraying with 
insecticides, he added. 


to a battle between two hea¬ 
vyweights of the home enter¬ 
tainment business, however, 
and it’s far from certain 
whether recession-wary con¬ 
sumers will buy it. 

MCA Inc., of Universal 
City, Calif., and RCA Corp.. 
New* York, do not quite go 
along with comparisons to 
past classic battles over long- 
playing phonograph records 
and the introduction of color, 
rv. MCA’s Disco-Vision and 
RCA’s SecectaVision systems 
are so different that one com¬ 
pany’s discs cannot be played 
on the other’s turntable. 

But RCA feels its system 
will triumph because it will 
be the first on the market, 
starting later this year. MCA 
says it will overcome that 
lead because it believes its 
system is superior, although it 
won’t be ready for marketing 
until 1977. 

The difference is much 
greater than between the first 
45 rpm and 33is rpm phono¬ 
graph records. They started 
out in the 1950s with separate, 
competing turntables, too— 
but now, all sound turntables 
handle either speed. 

Video discs are much more 
complex. The RCA disc car¬ 
ries an electronic recording of 
picture and sound in a thin 
metal layer inside the disc, 
picked up by an electrode on 
a stylus running in the 
groove. It spins at 450 rpm. 

MCA’s version is recorded 
by an optical system using a 
laser beam, and the disc has 
no surface groove. Instead of 
a pickup arm, a small laser 
beam is played along the 
spiral track of the recording 
by an electronically controlled 
system of mirrors and lenses. 
The disc spins at 1,300 rmp. • 

RCA says its player will 
cost $400 in 1974 dollars, and 
MCA has priced Its machine 
at $500. At those prices, most 
consumers will be buying only 
one. 

Either of the disc systems, 
however, is cheaper than 
magnetic tape units. Sony 
Corp. of America’s new Be- 
tamax set, for Instance, incor¬ 
porates a 19-inch color TV 
with a vide? recorder which 


will record one broadcast pro¬ 
gram on tape while you’re 
watching another—or while 
you’re out. It sells for $2,295. 
and 1 a 60 -mlnute blank tape 
goes for $14.75. 

John W. Findlater, pres¬ 
ident of MCA Disco-Vision 
Inc., the subsidiary which will 
produce MCA’s video discs 
and players, compares the 
tape system with a Cadillac 
and the disc players with Q\e- 
vies and Fords. The disc de¬ 
velopers are after the mass 
entertainment market, he 
says. 

Attempts to market pre¬ 
recorded TV programs on 
tape failed because of the 
high cost of both the tapes 
and the players. 

“I don’t believe any mag¬ 
netic tape device will compete 
with discs” for pre-recorded 
programs, says Richard W. 
Sonnenfeldt, RCA vice pres¬ 
ident in charge of its Selec- 
taVision disc project. RCA 
tested a magnetic tape sys¬ 
tem but decided not to market 
it, he says. 

One reason why tape* cost 


so much—apart from the tact 
that tape itself is more expen¬ 
sive than plastic discs—is that 
it takes one hour to duplicate 
a one-hour . video tape, 
w hereas discs can be stamped 
out in seconds once a master 
disc has been made. 

MCA's Findlater estimates 
that MCA’s discs xvill sell for 
$2 to $10 each, depending on 
size (12 inches will be the 
standard, but they could be 
smaller for short subjects) 
and the cost of the program 
material itself. 

MCA-Discovision, being a 
sister company to the giant 
Universal movie production 
company, has an edge when it 
comes to getting programs, 
Findlater says. 

”MCA has no program costs 
for much of the material it 
will use,” he says. "When I 
put Earthquake on a disc, It’s 
already - amortized’" f*rom 
theatre box-office returns. 

Besides, (MCA plans to pro¬ 
duce its own new material, 
including how-to subjects such 
as playing the guitar or im¬ 
proving your golf game, as

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Lowly moped 
is all the rage 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - A 
popular European means trf 
transportation is taking off in 
this country — the lowly 
moped, or motoriaed bicycle. 

U.S. sales are booming for 
mojteds — easy-to-handle two 
wheelers which get up to 200 
miles to the gallon and cost 
about $500 each. Some 50,000 
have been sold here so far — 
half of them last year alone. 

The question being argued 
by insurance companies, 
manufacturers, and state le¬ 
gislatures is whether they are 
closer to bicycles (which they 
resemble) or motorcycles 
(which they ^lso resemble). 

Most sales are in JO states 
which say bicycle; 15 more 
may soon change their laws 
to allow moped riders to dis¬ 
pense with helmets, insur¬ 
ance, and even licenses. 

Top speed for moped is 30 
miles per hour. They have a 
small one- or two-horsepower 
motor, and a set af pedals 
which can be used for starting

and must be used on steep 
hills. 

The mopeds have long been 
a familiar sight in Europe 
and also are used In Bermuda 
and in the Caribbean. Many 
moped buyers in this country 
are people who do not like 
motorcycles but who still do 
not want to “drive a two-ton 
car two miles on a half-gallon 
of gas to buy a one pound loaf 
of bread,” as one enthusiast 
puts it 

But mopeds are considered 
dangerous by American insur¬ 
ance companies which call for 
the same stringent and elabo¬ 
rate safely requirements ap¬ 
plied to motorcycles. 

Sloped appeal has been big 
cm college campuses and in 
retirement communities 
where the short-haul, light¬ 
weight vehicles come in 
handy. 

There are 15 million mopeds 
in the world and 75 manufac¬ 
turers. But the moped’s future 
in America hinges on govern¬ 
ment regulation. And the 1976 
battle has just begun. 

Lobbyists for the motorcy¬ 
cle industry, which would be 
hurt by moped sales, and the 
insurance companies, which 
see more claims for ac¬ 
cidents, say moped riders 
need greater safety training 
and restricted use.

Canada seeks counter to killer bees 


These are mopeds, 15 million 
of which are ridden by enthu¬ 
siasts in Europe sod Caribbe¬ 
an countries. A few years ago 
they all but drove the tradi¬ 
tional bicycle off the streets 
of Bermuda. Now, mopeds ■*- 
a cross between a bicycle and 
a motorcycle — are beginning 
to “take off” In the U.S., de¬ 
spite opposition from lob¬ 
byists for the motorcycle in¬ 
dustry and insurance compa¬ 
nies. 


GUELPH. Ont. (CP) - A 
research project, aimed at 
producing queen bees hardy 
enough to withstand Canadian 
winters has begun in the 
apiary department of Univer¬ 
sity of Guelph, v 

Directed by Prof. George 
Townsend, an intematinal au¬ 
thority on bees, ttie project is 
aimed at protecting Canada 
irom an invasion of killer Af¬ 
rican bees. The swarms of vi¬ 
cious bees are progressing 
northward at a rate of 250 
miles a year and are expected 
to reach the southern United 
States within 10 years. 

Townsend said that while 
the swarms would not attack 
Canada directly because of its 
climate, the killer African 
strain might be transported to 
Canada through the queens 
which are imported from 
Louisiana each spring. 

Ontario imports about 20,000 
queens annually and Western 
Canada brings in more than 
200.000. When the killer bees 
begin to invade the southern 
United States, Townsend said, 
they will cross-breed with 
American bees and the im¬ 
ported queen bees may pro¬ 
duce bees with the vicious 
characteristics in Canada. 

Queen bees have been pro¬ 
duced in Canada and main¬ 
tained during winter in 
storage but they cannot sur¬ 
vive Canadian winters in nat¬ 
ural environments, nor can 
they be stored in large enough 
quantities for spring breeding 
programs. 

In the next 10 years Town¬ 
send and his team hope to 


produce queen bees in inass 
quantities which will with¬ 
stand Canadian winters out¬ 
side of colonies. 

“The southern United States 
is going to have a real prob¬ 
lem within a decade with the 
African bees, not only from the 
danger of the bees themselves 
but with the loss of crops,” 
Townsend said. 

“Workers will not be able to 
go into the fields. The only 
way for them to combat the 
throat is to import another 
species of -African bee with 
geptler characteristics and 
cross-breed with the vicious 


strain, now heading up from 
South America, to produce a 
gentler bees.” 

Meanwhile, bee-keeping 
methods introduced by Town¬ 
send and a team of Canadian 
apiculturists are bringing new 
prosperity to African villages. 

Grants totalling 51 million 
have been given by the Cana¬ 
dian International Develop¬ 
ment Agency to establish re¬ 
search centres in Kenya and 
Tanzania. 

Townsend flies to Africa pe¬ 
riodically to visit the centres 
and act in an advisory capaci¬ 
ty. 


Townsend circles the world 
once a year to hold confer¬ 
ences. He has toured Africa,' 
South America, Australia. 
New Zealand, Russia and Tur¬ 
key. 


In the 1960s he developed a 
new type of Canadian bee • 
from larvae he had flown 
across the Atlantic from Yu- I*' 
goslavia in a belt worn 
around the waist of a courier.

When the opponents get off 
to a killing lead against vour 
slam, you can either go down 
graciously or search for an 
antidote. And since a slam is 
worth quite a few points, it is 
always worthwhile not to 
give up the search too 
quickly. 

Dean Shipley of Mundelein. 
111., played today's slam at 
the last Summer Nationals in 
Miami. He has nothing to say 
about the bidding, but wp 
surely must make note of his 
play. 

Since Shipley has little to 
say about his bidding, it 
would be unfair for me to add* 
anything. Let's just say that 
everyone was bidding a lot 
and the slam was not the 
worst ever bid. 

West led the diamond king 
and declarer’s ace was gone 
immediately. With the trump 
ace at large, it seemed im¬ 
possible to make the slam. If 
trumps were played, the 
defense would cash a dia¬ 
mond. And if hearts were 
played to discard dummy's 
diamond, one of the defend¬ 
ers would ruff the trick. 

How did Shipley do it? 
How's this for a solution? He 
cashed the A-K of hearts and 
then ruffed a heart with dum¬ 
my’s spade king. The club 
king was covered by East's 
ace and declarer ruffed. 
Another heart was led and 
dummy ruffed with the 
queen. The club queen was 
cashed as declarer threw his 
losing diamond, and it was 
time to play trumps. A spade 
from dummy knocked out 
West’s ace and declarer 
found time to take a breath. 
He ruffed the diamond 
return, drew the rest of the 
trumps and claimed the re¬ 
maining tricks to score his 
most difficult slam. 

If one bids aggressively, his 
play must justify the bidding.

Minister optimistic Washingtori’s last wolf 

on mining upswing

Mines Minister Tom Wa- 
terland says several major 
mining companies have in¬ 
dicated they will substantially 
increase their exploration 
budgets this year. 

He said in* a recent inter¬ 
view he has had a stream of 
people through his office from 
the mining and petroleum in¬ 
dustries and most of them 
were optimistic their indus¬ 
tries would improve under the 
new Social Credit govern¬ 
ment. 

Waterland said a few com¬ 
panies h® indicated to him 
they werex reassessing their 
feasibility audies on a couple 
of major rrAies. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised to 
see an announcement this 
year sometime of commit¬ 
ments to one or two fairly 
major mining operations.” 

He said one company was 
budgeting 31 million a year 
for exploration before 1972 
when the New Democratic 
Party took office and then the 
exploration was stopped. This 
year the company is budget¬ 
ing 31 million again, he 
added. 

“There’s lots o£ them 
around like that.” 

Waterland reiterated that 
the Social Credit government 
this year, would repeal the 
controversial Mineral Royal¬ 
ties Act brought in by the 
NDP and replace it with a 
profit-based tax. 


He said there was a possi¬ 
bility the new mining legisla¬ 
tion would be brought in at 
the spring session of the Le¬ 
gislature but if it isn't it 
would be introduced during 
Ihe fall session. 

Waterland said his deputy, 
Jim Fyles, and two other 
"key men" whom he declined 
to name, would be conducting 
a study of the viability of the 
mining industry and how tax¬ 
ation affects it. 

"We have to have a tax 
level ttiat is understandable, 
predictable and will encour¬ 
age investment in mines,” he 
said. “Combined federal and 
provincial taxes have to be 
something the industry can 
live with and prosper under.” 

Waterland said his govern¬ 
ment would be as strict as 
any on enforcing environment 
protection laws as they ap¬ 
plied to mining companies. 

He said there were fairly 
strict guidelines now and they 
would no doubt get stricter as 
pressure from the public in¬ 
creased. 

“But the industry does co¬ 
operate and has always been 
willing to co-operate so I don’t 
have to ram it down their 
throats.” 

Waterland said he wouldn’t 
have any aversion to allowing 
mining in some parks, provid¬ 
ed strict environmental con¬ 
trols were enforced.

claim for the remaining 51- 
million prize in Series C. 

“We babbled a lot when we 
won,” Houde said with a grin 
throwing his arm over/the 
shoulders of his wife. 

The Houdes. who have a 
two-year-old daughter and are 
expecting a second child soon, 
plan to play it cool — he will 
"go back to work and think it 
over for a while.”

200-mile 
fish limit 
inevitable 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
200-mile fishing limit for Can¬ 
ada is inevitable, but how it is 
to be obtained depends on the 
outcome of the next United 
Nations Law of the Sea con¬ 
ference, says the regional fi¬ 
sheries director. 

Rod Hourston. commenting 
following the United States 
senate’s vote Wednesday to 
extend U.S. fishing jurisdic¬ 
tion 200 miles out to sea, said 
Canada is hoping for agree¬ 
ment on an international 
treaty at the conference 
rather than to have to make a 
unilateral declaration of a 
200-mile limit. 

"The expectation is that, at 
the March conference, agree¬ 
ment will be reached on a 
200-mile limit for coastal 
states.” he said. 

Tf such an agreement isn’t 
reached, however, there will 
be many unilateral declara¬ 
tions, including Canada’s, he 
said. 

Agreement at the conference 
would be perferable as far as 
the preservation of Canadian 
salmon for Canada is con¬ 
cerned. he said. 

Hourston said commercial 
salmon fishing prospects are 
poor this year on most sec¬ 
tions of the B.C. coast. 

Ooen seasons have been 
restricted to two days a week 
on runs in some areas, fishing 
of certain runs is prohibited 
and further restrictions may 
be imposed if needed to per¬ 
mit, adequate escapement of 
fish to spawn.

STONOR, England (UFI) 

The Camoys family came to 
live at Stonor Park before 
1066 and all that, and it has 
lived there ever since—until 
now. After nearly 1.000 years, 
the owners of Britain’s oldest 
family home are selling out. 

"It would be easy to cry,” 
said La<Jy Camoys. "but I 
musn’t. It would not do any 
good.” 

A two-day sale Wednesday 
and Thursday disposed of 
almost everything in the 
35-room Wause. The 17th-cen¬ 
tury four-poster bed, the 
Georgian furniture, the li¬ 
brary’s books, and the Per¬ 
sian carpets were expected to 
bring about $203,000. 

Stonor Park itself is for sale 
for $*12,000, and the Universi¬ 
ty of California is reportedly 
interested in the house, which 
nestles in 500 virgin acres of 
parkland in the beech-covered 
CM Item Hills, 40 miles north 
of London. 

The price includes a history 
no house in England can 
match. 

William the Conqueror 
came in 1066 and parceled out 
England to his Norman 
knights, but the Camoys 
stayed at Stonor Park.

The Wans of the Roses 
came, but tWe Camoys stayed, 
The Reformation came, and 
the fiercely Roman Catholic 
Camoys sacrificed everything 
to stay at Stonor Park. 

Catholics were literally 
hounded to death in the Refor¬ 
mation’s fierce religious bat¬ 
tles. Stately homes still show 
off “priest Moles” were priests 
were hidden from pursuers. 
Stonor is riddled with them 

It sheltered Edmund Cam¬ 
pion, declared a saint in 1970, 
and other English martyrs in 
the 16th century. Campion set 
tip a secret printing press at 
Stonor in 1580. It’s still in the 
attic. 

The Camoys held on only by 
selling off every other 
ixxssesion to pay taggering 
anti-Catholic fines. They were 
never a great family again, 
though a Camoys had com¬ 
manded the right wing under 
Henry V at Agincourt. 

Through the civil war, 
through the industrial revolu¬ 
tion, through two world wars, 
the Camoys kept Stonor. 

Not once in more than 900 


years — until last Saturday, 
when .1,000 people came to 
view items on sale — was 
Stonor Park open to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Now inflation Was done what 
the tumultuous centuries 
could hot do. 

The house costa $51,000 a 
year in upkeep, Heating oil 
alone is $4,000 a year. Since 
Sherman Stonor, the half- 
Amerioan sixth baron, inherit¬ 
ed Stonor in 1937, he has spent 
$500,000 on repairs.

DETROIT (AP) — Despite 
motorists’ increasing con¬ 
cerns with fuel economy, 
small-car buyers in the Unit¬ 
ed States continue to place a 
premium on performance by 
ordering bigger engines. 

A survey released this week 
by the trade journal Ward’s 
Automotive Reports showed a 
trend by consumers who pur¬ 
chased small cars in 1975 to 
select optional six-cylinder 
and V8 engines over the stan¬ 
dard four-and six-cylinder 
power plants. 

Small cars took a record 42 
per cent of U.S. domestic car 
sales in 1975. up from 38 per 
cent in 1974. Industry analysis 
c redit the growth to increased 
consumer emphasis on fuel 
economy. 


However, the percentage of 
small autos sold with four- 
cylinder engines fell to 74 per 
cent last year, compared with 
86 per cent the year before. 
Sales of small cars with V-8 
engines, unavailable in 1974, 
accounted for a 16-per-cent 
share last year. 

The shift came although 
bigger engines cost more and 
get poorer gasoline mileage. 
Small-car buyers paid $50 to 
$250 more for a bigger engine 
at a fuel economy loss esti¬ 
mated at one to seven miles a 
gallon «*f gasoline, depending 
on engine size. 

Ward’s concluded the trend 
indicates “an insatiable de¬ 
sire by the public for per¬ 
formance in virtually all U.S. 
cars regardless of size.”

An 
official statement in Rabat 
said the region of Amighala, 
175 miles southwest of the Al¬ 
gerian border, had been 
"cleansed of all rebel ele¬ 
ments,” a reference to guer¬ 
rillas of the Algerian backed 
Polisario Front which favors 
independence for the Spanish 
Sahara. 

Spain is turning over the 
105.000-square-mile mineral- 
rich territory it has 
held since 1884 to Morocco 
and Mauritania on Feb. 28. 
The two countries say they 
have historial claims, disput¬ 
ed by Algeria, to the land. 

Military sources in Paris 
earlier Thursday reported in¬ 
tense fighting between Moroc¬ 
co and Algeria, saying they 
used tanks and heavy ar¬ 
tillery in the bleak, freezing 
desert. 

The fighting has been re¬ 
ported in communiques .from 
Algiers and Rabat with tio in¬ 
formation from the scene, but 
foreign ministry officials in 
Paris said they, took the com¬ 
muniques seriously.

Agency said in Algiers that its 
forces withdrew "after, they 
admirably carried out their 
mission.”

Bortnick said that motorists 
financing their cars are 
forced by lenders to take col¬ 


lision and comprehensive cov¬ 
erage and that others choose 
to take it because of the pro¬ 
tection it offers. 

He said that from an insur¬ 
ance viewpoint it is not a good 
thing for drivers not to have 
collision coverage and young 
drivers who have a substan¬ 
tial amount invested in their 
vehicle probably should have 
the protection it brings. 


People should take more 
than the minimum liability 
coverage because “it is not. 
that large an increase in dol¬ 
lars for the protection we are 
giving,” said Bortnick. 

He refused to say whether

Ginter empire 
in receivership 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
financially-troubled brewery 
and construction empire of 
millionaire industrialist Ben 
Ginter of Prince George went 
into receivership Thursday. 

Crippled by a seven-month 
labor dispute that has closed 
beverage-producing opera¬ 
tions, Glnter's major holdings 
throughout western Canada 
were placed in the hands of 
accountant Harold Sigurdson 
of Vancouver. 

The action was taken by the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce under the terms of 
a $4 million debenture on 
which Ginter was in arrears. 

Sigurdson was named by 
the bank as receiver-manager 
for Uncle Ben’s Industries 
Ltd. and Ben Ginter Construc¬ 
tion Co. Ltd., and agent for 
the bank in relation to Ben 
Ginter Construction, Uncle 
Ben's Beverages, Uncle Ben’s 
Industries and Uncle Ben’s 
Holdings. 

Sigurdson said his partners 
in the firm of Dunwoody and 
Co. have taken control of the 
assets of Uncle Ben’s Brewx 
cries of Alberta Ltd. and 


Uncle Ben's Breweries (Mani¬ 
toba) Ltd. 

As agent, Sigurdson can 
take possession of accounts 
receivable and inventory. 

Sigurdson said his examina¬ 
tion of records of the Ginter 
companies would take about a 
week and that an application 
would be made next week in 
B.C. Supreme Court for court 
approval of his apointment as 
receiver. 

Ginter, the gruff outspoken 
champion of free enterprise 
often touted as a shining ex¬ 
ample of the value of hard 
work, said last fall that labor 
troubles and a slowdown in 
the construction industry 
were forcing him out of the 
province. 

It was not the first time he 
had threatened to leave the 
province. 

The threat followed a deci¬ 
sion by the B.C. Labor^ela- 
tions Board upholdifff the 
right of the B.C. Federation of 
Labor to slap a “hot” edict on 
all Ginter beverage products.

Vancouver insurance rates 

Worse than Toronto, 
better than Montreal 


VANCOUVER (CP) New- 
motor vehicle insurance rates 
announced last week place 
B.C. among provinces with 
the highest premium rates in 
Canada. 

A survey by Canadian Press 
shows that B.C.’s govem- 
ment-owmed insurance system 
will be selling policies at 
rates higher than, or at best 
comparable with, provinces 
where private insurance com¬ 
panies still sell basic cover¬ 
age for motor vehicles. 

The survey also show’s that 
in Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba, the only other provinces 
with government-run motor 
vehicle insurance schemes, 
rates for comparable and, in 
some instances, better cover¬ 
age, are considerably lower 
than rates under ICBC’s Au¬ 
toplan ’76. 

Norman Bortnick, vice- 
president and general manag¬ 
er of ICBC, has w r arned that 
the new rates will mean B.C. 
motorists can expect to pay 
rales comparable t3 Canada’s 
two most populous provinces, 
Quebec and Ontario. 

But figures released by the 
Insurers Advisory Organiza¬ 
tion of Canada indicate that 
Greater Vancouver motorists 
will pay more for car insur¬ 
ance than their Toronto coun¬ 
terparts but less than motor¬ 
ists in Montreal. 

In Montreal, basic public li¬ 
ability coverage of $50,000 
with accident benefits costs 
$159 (pleasure use). $181 (to 
work), $223 (business use) 
and $355 for single males 
under 25. 

The same basic coverage in 
Toronto ranges from $123 
(pleasure), $139 (to work), 
$169 (business) to $267 for sih- 
gle males under 25. 

The same coverage in 
Greater Vancouver now costs 
$137 (pleasure), $165 (to 
w’ork), $220 (business) and 
$411 foi under-25 married 
men. 

Extended coverage for all 
collision and comprehensive 
loss is roughly comparable in 
all three cities, although sin¬ 
gle males under 25 in Greater 
Vancouver must pay signifi¬ 
cantly higher premiums than 


their counterparts in Montreal 
and Toronto.

TORONTO (CP) — If you’re 
in the Canadian Armed 
Forces and feel you're about 
to faint, you had better do it 
according to rules and regula¬ 
tions. 

A soldier in West Germany 
sent back a copy of a memo 
on the proper procedures for 
fainting on parade. 

“Fainting is avoidable,” the 
memo says. “The dictates of 
professionalism do not de¬ 
mand that a soldier, when 


fainting, purposely avoid pro¬ 
tecting himself during the fall 
in order to prove that he is 
keen, well-trained or properly 
disciplined.” 

To avoid the possibility of 
fainting, • a soldier should 
make sure he has breakfast 
on the morning of a parade 
day. 

If worst comes to worst and 
he must faint, a soldier should 
fall to the ground under con¬ 
trol. 


To do so, he must turn his 
body approximately 45 de¬ 
grees to the right, squat down 
and roll to the left and retain 
control of his weapon to pre¬ 
vent personal injury and mini¬ 
mize damage to the weapon. 

‘‘Every incident of fainting 
will be investigated by the 
section commander," the 
memo says. “He will ensure 
that soldiers who have not 
complied with the above in¬ 
structions be charged.”

The new National Housing 
Act lending limit lor Greater 
Victoria is $53,500, and for the 
rest of Vancouver Island 
$44,650, it was announced 
Thursday. 

Lending limits have been in¬ 
creased across the country, a 
commentary — according to 
housing minister Barney Dan- 
son — on the rising costs of 
houses. 

Less than a year ago the 
NHA limit was $30,000 across 
the country, but last April a 
varied structure was set up 
with limits ranging between 
$40,000 and $48,000. 

The maximum in Victoria 
at that time was $46,000. and 
on the rest of the Island 
$40,500. 

Central Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing appraiser Raymond Pitt 
explained Thursday that the 
new limits meant that a 
homeowner borrowing that 
amount over 25 years would 
repay $548.16 a month prin¬ 
cipal and interest, if the inter¬ 
est was set at 11% per cent. 

However, this amount 
might vary during the first 
five years if borrowers quali¬ 
fied for federal interest reduc¬ 
tion loans. 

Pitt explained that under 
NHA rules homebuyers could 
borrow 95 per cent of the first 
$-17,000 of lending value, and 
75 per cent of the remainder 
up to the maximum loan 
amount. The rest of the 
money would have to be a 
down payment. 


Land swap 
talks 

postponed 


NORTH COWICHAN — Dis¬ 
cussions with MacMillan Bloe- 
del company on a controver¬ 
sial land • swap with the mu¬ 
nicipality, which were sche¬ 
duled for Thursday, have 
been put off for another week. 

The representative for Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel. who was to 
meet with North Cowichan al¬ 
dermen Birgitte Meagher and 
Ron McKinnon, had to cancel 
the meeting Thursday morn¬ 
ing because the plane he was 
talcing from Vancouver was 
grounded by fog. 

North Cowichan council had 
agreed previously to trade 40 
acres of municipal land on the 
Lake Cowichan Highway for 
9.7 acites of land in Che- 
mainus, owned by MacMillan 
Bloedel. 

' But the deal was halted re¬ 
cently when Mrs. Meagher 
presented council with a peti¬ 
tion signed by 371 registered 
voters opposing the land 
swap. 

The petition, which legally 
blocked councils final adop¬ 
tion of the exchange, recom¬ 
mended the municipality buy 
the Chemainus property and 
reserve the municipal land for 
future development. 

Thursday’s meeting was set 
with the representative for 
MacMillan Bloedel after 
North Cowichan Mayor Gerry 
Smith said the forest com¬ 
pany was not prepared to sell 
the Chemainus property. 

Unless the two aldermen 
can change the forest com¬ 
pany’s policy of not selling 
land, the mayor said a refer¬ 
endum on the proposed land 
swap will be held.

raid pulp unions 
by IWA official

A top official of the Interna¬ 
tional Woodworkers ol Ameri¬ 
ca’s Vancouver local, has 
called for a major raiding 
drive to bring pulp union 
members into the IWA. 

“There has to be one union 
in wood and that one union 
has 1o be the IWA and only 
the IWA,” Erich Ewert. first 
vice-president of IWA Local 
1-217., said Wednesday. 

"We have tried to co-operate 
with the pulp unions, but it 
was a case of the tail wagging 
the dog.” he told the IWA’s 
annual western regional con¬ 
vention. 

“Unfortunately, therefore, 
we can’t take any other route 
but to raid the pulp unions, as 
unpleasant as that may be.’’ 

Ewert was speaking during 
debate on a resolution urging 
the IWA to co-operate in try¬ 
ing to establish one union in 
the wood industry. The resolu¬ 
tion was referred by delegates 
back to committee. 

The pulp unions are the 
Pulp, Paper and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada and the 
Canadian Pap^rworkers' 
Union. 

Hostility erupted among the 
three unions last summer, 
when the pulp unions picketed 
IWA operations after the IWA 
declined to join the pulp 
workers' strikb. 


Ewert’s outburst was in re- 
sponse to a convention dele¬ 
gate who said he hoped the 
IWA "was a little bit above 
raiding.” 

He said no one in the union 
ever opposed raiding of the 
carpenters’ union. 


"Now. ail of a sudden, raid¬ 
ing becomes a sacred cow." 
he said. "We’ve tried co¬ 
operation with the pulp unions 
over and over again."

"They can decertify and 
then join our union, but I 
wouldn't recommend that," 
he said.

Judge gives youth 
‘one last chance’ 


COURTENAY — An 18- 
year-old Royston resident, 
whose behavior is causing 
"very serious” concern to se¬ 
nior officers of the Courtenay 
RCMP detachment, has been 
given "one last chance to get 
back on the right track.” 

Douglas Marocchi had a 
sentence suspended and was 
placed on probation for 18 
months by County Court 
Judge A. J. Stewart, for hav¬ 
ing a prohibited weapon in his 
possession, and a $200 fine or 
30 days in jail for causing wil¬ 
ful damage to a summer 
home at Point Holmes. 

Marocchi, through his law¬ 
yer James Dow, pleaded 
guilty to both charges. The 
crown entered a stay of pro¬ 
ceedings on two other indict¬ 
ments against Marocchi, of 
breaking and entering a 
dwelling house and being in a 
dwelling house without a law¬ 
ful excuse. 

The accused's lifestyle in¬ 
volves mixing with groups of 
young people and participa¬ 
ting in activities after dark, 
crown counsel Alan Filmer 
said. 

Marocchi, he said, "has be¬ 
come a serious thorn in the 
side of police and citizens.” 
He described the accused as 
"very boisterous.” 

"Confrontations between 
Marocchi, the police and the 


public are of grave concern," 
the crown said. 

Filmer suggested the court 
impose stringent controls in 
any probation order, because 
of difficulties encountered by 
police in their past dealings 
with Marocchi. 

Describing the accused as a 
physically very strong person, 
Filmer said this was one rea¬ 
son why there was so much 
concern that the prohibited 
weapon — a switchblade knife 
with an automatic spring — 
had been found in his posses¬ 
sion. 

Court was told that Maroc¬ 
chi produced the knife while 
with a crowd of young people 
on the evening of May 24, and 
that one member of the group 
reported the incident to po¬ 
lice. after being threatened by 
the accused. 

Marocchi along with Doug¬ 
las Groseclose, 20, of Cour¬ 
tenay and Stuart Holland, 19, 
of Courtenay, pleaded guilty 
to the wilful damage charge. 

The trio had been at a party 
at the summer cottage May 
10. and returned to the Point 
Holmes area the following af¬ 
ternoon. court was told. 

The three threw glass items 
on the floor, stuffed a poker in 
the fire and burned a carpet, 
dumped oil on the porch, 
damaged a sauna, threw cans 
of Raid and deodorant spray 


onto the fire and poured acid 
from a car battery over the 
premises. 

Later that day. the three 
men returned and spread 
cheese and macroni over 
the floors in the building and 
left after smashing several 
windows, court was told. 

Groseclose had his sentence 
suspended and was placed on 
probation for six months. He 
was told that although he is 
unemployed he should find 
some way of making restitu¬ 
tion to the cottage owner. 

Marocchi, who is also un¬ 
employed, was told by the 
(judge to compensate the 
^ owner for damage caused to 
the cottage. He was ordered 
to repay his $200 fine at rate 
of $40 a month. — 

The judge also ordered 
Marocchi to be of good behav¬ 
ior. keep the peace for dura¬ 
tion of his probation, obey an 
11 p.m. curfew and defrain 
from alcohol. 

"Because of your age you 
should be given an opportunity 
to mend your ways without 
going to jail,” the judge said. 
He warned the accused that 
breach of probation is a 
serious offence. 

Holland, presently in cus¬ 
tody on another charge, will 
be sentenced by Judge 
Stewart in Nanaimo Feb. 20 
for his part in the Point 
Holmes incident. *

100 mph 
chase 
nets fine

tenay. 

He pleaded guilty lo danger¬ 
ous driving, was fined $200 
and lost his driving licence 
for two months. 

The chase started after

During the chase the ac¬ 
cused’s car reached speeds in 
excess of 100 mph on the two- 
lane Island Highway, court 
was told. 

Pickwick, alone in the car, 
said he did not stop although 
he had seen the radar trap as 
he thought he might be in 
"big trouble.”

COURTENAY — Abolition 
of property tax and its re¬ 
placement by some form of 
poll tax, were suggested by 
Campbell River Mayor Ken¬ 
neth Forde Thursday, at a 
day-long hearing of the com¬ 
mission of inquiry on property 
assessment and taxation. 

Municipalities should have 
their share of other taxes. 
Forde told the hearing. They 
should have a share of the 
gasoline tax to look after 
roads, a share of the huge 
profits from sale of liquor, 
and should also have a share 
of income tax revenues. 

Forde said a survey is cur¬ 
rently being conducted in the 
municipality to determine 
"what percentage of people 
are paying taxes.” 

He said there are 6,000 per¬ 
sons on the voters list among 
the recognized population of 
12,500. "It will be 15,000 when 
the next census is taken." 
Forde said, "and only 2,000 of 
the 6,000 are paying any 
amount of taxes.” 

The remaining 4.000 are 
paying very little or no taxes 
at all, Forde said. 

"If a referendum is held, 
the 4,000 people on the voters 
list can vote a money bylaw 
through, thereby overriding 
the 2,000 property owners who 
are providing the bulk of 
taxes to the municipality," he 
said. 

Forde told the hearing that 
councils’ should not have the 
right to raise taxes to any ex¬ 
tent. "Too many people are 
being driven out of their 
homes because of high taxes. 
Councils are guilty of shoving 
people out of their homes.” 

Property taxes, he argued, 
should not be used for paying 
policing, welfare or recreation 
costs, because they have no 
bearing on the property. 


Forde said that he was 
expressing his personal views, 
and did not represent council 
or any organization at the 
hearing.. 

Four other submissions 
made Thursday will be cover¬ 
ed in Saturday's Colonist. 
They came from Comox- 
Strathcona Region Board. 
Comox Valley Farmers Insti¬ 
tute, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur L. 
King and James Bohlen. 

Forde a iso called for 
changes in the law to the ef¬ 
fect that a council would "not 
put anything in without the 
public first giving it S approv¬ 
al.” 

Councils, he said, can now 
borrow large amounts of mon¬ 
ey without citizens having 
any say, and this is not right. 

"All property taxes should 
be abolished.” Forde said. 

In Campbell River, 44 per 
cent of municipal tax revenue 
goes towards recreation, the 
commission was told. Forde 
said there are approximately 
4,000 pieces of property in the 
district municipality — ap¬ 
proximately 2,900 taxpayers 
who pay more than $100, and 
about 1,000 who pay under 
$100 a year in taxes. 

"People in apartments are 
not paying their fair share." 
Forde said. He cited an exam¬ 
ple which exists in his muni¬ 
cipality. 

He said a 65-unit apartment 
in Campbell 'River pays 
$18,000 a year in taxes, 
whereas the 65 potential sin¬ 
gle family homeowners would 
contribute about $55,000 in 
taxes. 

Most of the recreational fa¬ 
cilities provided are for peo¬ 
ple in high density areas, he 
maintained. 

He said apartment dwellers' 
want such facilities provided 
to "fill in time — something a 
homeowner does not have, be¬ 
cause there is always some¬ 



thing to do around the home.” 

The property owner is now 
T»aying $8 to every $1 paid by 
the user of recreational facili¬ 
ties, Forde said. 

Asked what would be the al¬ 
ternatives if property tax was 
abolished, Forde said. "Ev¬ 
eryone should pay equally. It 
should be a flat fee per each 
adult in the municipality.” 

TTie mayor said a poll tax 
would be one solution lo the 
dilemma. 

Asked what should hapjien 
to the homeowner grant, 
Forde said most people would 
be better off without if. “It 
was a method introduced by 
government “to raise assess¬ 
ments very high without too 
much crying by the public.” 

Most people are now paying 
more taxes than before the 
homeowner grant was in¬ 
troduced. he said. 

Forde said, “We have to do 
something very quickly, be¬ 
cause if 100 per cent value is 
placed on assessment and 
there is' no limitation placed 
on mill rate ceiling, there is 
going to be real trouble."

Bortnick said in an inter¬

ancc costs more than compul¬ 
sory coverage: 

# While agents will get 5 
per cent commission on com¬ 
pulsory coverage in 1976, they 
will be paid 10 per cent on 
voluntary, leaving less out of 
the premium dollar to go to 
claim.*. 

• The more people over 
whom a risk is soread., the 
less the price. With a small 


group the risk is greater and 
premiums consequently are 
higher. 

• Premiums must be in¬ 
creased to cover the possibili¬ 
ty that it is the peole most 
likely to have a claim who 
will take the voluntary cover¬ 
age. 

Bortnick said that motorists 
financing their cars are 
forced by lenders to take col¬ 


lision and comprehensive cov¬ 
erage and that others choose 
to lake it because of the pro¬ 
tection it offers. 

He said that from an insur¬ 
ance viewpoint it is not a good 
thing for drivers not to have 
collision coverage and young 
drivers who have a substan¬ 
tial amount invested in their 
vehicle probably should have 
the protection it brings.

Morocco claimed Thursday 
to have captured the Spanish 
Sahara desert area where it 
battled with Algeria for three 
days, taking 101 Algerian pris¬ 
oners. Algeria announced its 
forces “have withdrawn in 
good order.” 

There was no independent 
verification of the claims. An 
official statement in Rabat 
said the region of Amghala, 
175 miles southwest of the Al¬ 
gerian bdPrter. had- --been 
“cleansed of all rebel ele¬ 
ments,” a reference to guer¬ 
rillas of the Algerian backed 
Polisario Front which favors 
independence for the Spanish 
Sahara. 

Spain is turning over the 
105,000-square-mile mineral- 
rich territory it has 
held since 1884 to Morocco 
and Mauritania on Feb. 28. 
The two countries say they 
have historial claims, disput¬ 
ed by Algeria, to the land. 

Military sources in Paris 
earlier Thursday reported in¬ 
tense fighting between Moroc¬ 
co and Algeria, saying they 
used tanks and heavy ar¬ 
tillery in the bleak, freezing 
desert. 

The fighting has been re¬ 
ported in communiques from 
Algiers and Rabat with no in¬ 
formation from the scene, but 
foreign ministry officials in 
Paris said they took the com¬ 
muniques seriously. 

The official Algerian News 
Agency said in Algiers that its 
forces withdrew “after they 
admirably carried out their 
mission.’’ 

The Moroccans said they 
had captured “important 
quantities" of heavy equip¬ 
ment. including artillery, 
mortars and ground-to-air 
missiles.

VANCOUVER (CP) New 
motor vehicle insurance rates 
announced last week place 
B.C. among provinces with 
the highest premium rates in 
Canada. 

A survey by Canadian Press 
shows that B.C.’s govem- 
menbowned insurance system 
will be selling policies at 
rates higher than, or at best 
comparable with, provinces 
where private insurance com¬ 
panies still sell basic cover¬ 
age for motor vehicles. 

The survey also shows that 
in Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba, the only other provinces 
with government-run motor 
vehicle insurance schemes, 
rates for comparable and, in 
some instances, better cover¬ 
age, are considerably lower 
than rates under ICBC's Au¬ 
toplan '76. 

Norman Bortnick, vice- 
president and general manag¬ 
er of ICBC, has warned that 
the new rates will mean B.C. 
motorists can expect to pay 
rates comparable to Canada's 
two most populous provinces. 
Quebec and Ontario. 

But figures released by the 
Insurers Advisory Organiza¬ 
tion of Canada indicate thal 
Greater Vancouver motorists 
will pay more for car insur¬ 
ance than their Toronto coun¬ 
terparts but less than motor¬ 
ists in Montreal. 

In Montreal, basic public li¬ 
ability overage of $50,000 
with accident benefits costs 
$159 (pleasure use), $181 (to 
work), $223 (business use) 
and $355 for single males 
under 25. 

The same basic coverage in 
Toronto ranges from $123 
(pleasure), $139 (to work). 
$169 (business) to $267 for sin¬ 
gle males under 25. 

The same coverage in 
Greater Vancouver now costs

Oil cleanup 
effort 

in Ross Bay 

Cleanup operations were ex¬ 
pected to start this morning 
to mop up heavy bunker oil 
which has beten lapping at 
about 600 feet of Ross Bay 
shoreline since Thursday. 

The oil was spilled from a 
ship which had left the area 
before the spill was reported 
just before 4 p.m. Thursday, 
Charles McKay, assistant co¬ 
ordinator of thte Provincial 
Emergency Program, said 
Thursday night. Amount of oil 
spilled was not determined. 

The federal environmental 
protection service, ministry of 
transport and officials of the 
city of Victoria’s emergency 
program had been informed 
of the spill, he said. 

If the major portion of the 
spill was still on water, nor¬ 
mal cleanup procedure would 
involve use of an apparatus 
called a "snare,” which con¬ 
fines the oil, and "grab oil,” a 
foam which absorbs it. Oil on 
the shore could be soaked up 
with iteat moss or burned. 


What are y’all gonna do about it? 


Bonner said specific in¬ 
creases would be worked out 
over the next few months, as 
soon as a cost control pro¬ 
gram is completed. 

"It must be pointed out that 
we are not out to make a 
profit; out* frame of reference 
is covering costs,” he said. 

Bonner said he is also re¬ 
viewing the future electrical 
supply possibilities for B.C. 

Hydro is expected to lose 
between $30 and $40 million 
on its transit operations by 
the March 31 year end, he 
said. 

"Of course transit cannot 
.just be considered in cost 
terms; there are social fac¬ 
tors. and beiieve me, we arte 
aware of them.” Bonder said. 
"But transit users are enjoy¬ 
ing a bargain which can’t 
last.” 

The transit system has been 
allowed to grow over, the last 
few years with "a shocking 
lack of planning,” he said. 

An internal study would de¬ 
termine which services were 
necessary, which would be 
needed in the future, what the 
cost would be, and what fares 
and government subsidies 
would have to be covered, he 
said. 

The utility would probably 
continue to use buses, "be¬ 
cause they had the greatest 
flexibility and the least capi¬ 
tal cost,” he said. Rapid tran¬ 
sit using trains, however, 
would be considered. 

Hydro would probably 
break even on its electrical 
and natural gas utility opera¬ 
tions this year, he said. 

"It will be close to break 
even, but it is more likely to 
be on the down side than the 
high side,” Bonner said. 

He said Hydro had to cover 
its costs if it was to retain its 
credit rating so it could obtain 
future working capital on the 
international money market. 

About future electrical sup¬ 
plies, Bonner said Hydro is 
reconsidering hydro electric 
projects in comparison with 
the thermal generating proj¬ 
ect using coal from the Hat 
Creek deposits, owned by 
Hydro. 

On the face of it Hat Creek 
is a cheaper source of elec¬ 
tricity, he said, but if the BTU 
(British thermal unit) price of 
the coal was considered in re¬ 
lation to the electricity which 
could be produced, "it isn’t 
such a good deal any more.”

Dick Gregory isn’t j u s t a 
speaker, he’s an active vol¬ 
cano. / 

His condemnation of "the 
system” rains down on the 
listener like hot lava, leaving 
a burning impression that 
much is wrong with society. 

To call him a comedian 
would be an insult. Humor is 
a powerful weapon in his at¬ 
tack on what he refers to as 
“the sick-minded, degenerate 
pimps” who corrupt society. 

He’s a humanitarian, civil 
rights leader, author, ac¬ 
complished athlete and to 
those interested in his humor 
only, perhaps even a comedi¬ 
an. 

Proud of it 

But mostly Dick Greogry is 
black. He’s conscious of it in 
every remark, humorous or 
otherwise. He’s proud of it, 
but he is also aware of his 
race’s suffering at the hands 
of white supremacy in the U.S. 

"America always needed a 
nigger to survive," he told 
about 350 students Thursday 
at the University of Victoria’s 
Old Gym. 

"Oh, America’s had many 
niggers, different ones. The 
Jews have been the nigger, 
the Puerto Ricans have been 
the nigger. Women have been 
the nigger. 

"We wasn't the only nigger, 
but we was the best nigger,” 
he said. 

When the blacks decided 
"we wasn’t gonna be the nig¬ 
ger any longer,” the whites 
had to find a new nigger, he 
said. t 

The new nigger, he added, 
"is their own white kids.” All 
the things the whites used to 
say to the blacks, they now 
said to their own kids. 

"Hey, what do you want 
anyway? Who do you think 
you are? You're not very 
grateful." 

Gregory’s criticism was 
also directed at Canada. He 
didn’t profess profound knowl¬ 
edge of the Canadian scene, 
but put in a few jabs. 

Not so far 

"You got a good reputation 
around the world; better than 
you deserve.” 

Being so close to the t\S.. 
Canada wasn’t far behind 
with every corrupt and degen¬ 
erate development taking 
place in the States. 

But Gregory also told the 
students: "You kids" could 
prove that Canada's reputa¬ 
tion was justified. Canada 
could be the nation that will 
lead the world by "right, not 
by might.” 

‘Moral force ’ 

If Canadians ever had any 
intentions of fighting the 
States, they couldn’t do it 
with weapons. 

"But there's one thing the 
Pentagon is scared of: Truth: 
truth and ethics and a moral 

force.” 

Young people in the States, 
he said, had proved it. The 
mightiest nations were afraid 
of the Pentagon, but "the 
kids” marched on the Pen¬ 
tagon and won. 

“That’s why America isn't 
fighting a war right now.” 

But it was the CIA, the FBI 
and "the whole stinking sys¬ 
tem” which he cited for spe¬ 
cial treatment. 

"I phoned my wife last 
night and read her the alpha¬ 
bet backwards; kept the CIA 
up all night, trying to break 
the code,” said Dick Gregory, 
the comedian. 

"Tricking, lying, conniving 
and murder is the game 
they’ve been playing with the 
American public," said Dick 
Gregory, the dissident. 

Implying that CIA and FBI 
agents kept him under con¬ 
stant surveillance and actual¬ 
ly followed him to Victoria. 
Gregory, the comedian, said 
that was fine with him. 

"I’d like nothing more than 
to take the CIA out of the 
country." 

At one point, he described 
the U.S. military as "a bunch 


of warmongering, right-wing 
pimps and sick, insane and 
degenerate generals.” 

Throughout his talk, he ent¬ 
wined one question and one 
statement, over and over 
again: 

"What are y’all gonna do 
about it?” and "something's 
wrong.” 

Canada's youth had a "big 
job," just like America’s 
youth. For the U.S. it would 
be easier if Canada were in¬ 
sane. he said. 

"We’d put you in a strait- 
jacket.’’ It was pretty well 
impossible for Canada lo do 
the same with the U.S., he 
added. 

Samples of statements on 
current and past issues: 

On New r York City’s finan¬ 


cial woes — "On July 4, 
America will land a rocket on 
Mars. Talk about a birthday 
party. The reason is to find 
out whether Mars can support 
life. I sent a telegram to the 
White House saying, New 
York City can support life; 
shoot a million dollars their 
way.” 

On former President Rich¬ 
ard Nixon — "When poah 
(poor) niggers get a shopping 
bag full, we quit; poah white 
boys steal toft'"much too fast." 

On youth — "The most 
honest force that ever existed 
in America is our kids. The 
survival ami destiny of our 
country depends on our chil¬ 
dren." 

On fear "America has 
the most powerful army, air 


force and navy ever as¬ 
sembled by any nation and 
the whole country is scared of 
Jaws." 

On the U.S. as a friend to 
other natioas "Whence let 
our own cities fall by the w'ay- 
side and refuse to help New 
York City out of its mess, wc 
sure not gonna do anything 
for you.” 

On education — "Some¬ 
where down the line you 
gonna have to tell colleges 
and universities, 'stop wasting 
my time, teach me how to 
live, start educating me. stop 
indoctrinating *me.’ " 

On Alabama Governjr 
George Wallace "We’re 
ashamed of Wallace: wo’re 
ashamed that men like him 
can rise to the surface, but we 


don’t seem to be ashamed of 
the system that produces men 
like him.” 

On the attitude of "white 
folks" towards the system — 
"One day white folks will find 
out that the same pimps who 
had their foot on my neck for 
the past hundred years, had 
the other foot up their rumps 
for the past 150 years and 
they’ll do something about 
It.” 

No. Dick Gregory is no co¬ 
median. What he has to say 
isn't very funny. It’s disturb¬ 
ing. After listening to him for 
more than two hours, you feel 
uneasy. 

If things are really as bad 
as Gregory believes they are. 
"there’s somethin’ wrong.” 

"What are y’all gonna do 
about it?”

He said 
he was unaware of union ac¬ 
tivity at the time and that the 
employees were not laid off, 
but placed on the “temporary 
winter help” list. 

However, the complaint 
registered with the Labor Re¬ 
lations Board included af¬ 
fidavits from some employees 
who claimed union activity 
was the reason for dismissal.

Gerussi said he met Thurs¬ 
day with Wieland and was 
told all employees with the 
exception of a temporary 
worker and bartender Louis 
Burrows were being called 
back to work. 

The union was concerned 
with the case of Burrows, a 
member of the Beverage Dis¬ 
pensers for 20 years and in¬ 
strumental in the organizing 
drive at the hotel.

Region wants wide municipal-tax overhaul 


.Sweeping changes in the 
provincial taxation structure 
will be recommended to the 
B.C. Property and Assess¬ 
ment , Taxation Commission 
‘fy the Capital Region Board. 

Recommendations to elimi¬ 
nate municipal welfare pay¬ 
ments, introduce a housing 
subsidy based on the number 


of dwelling units in a munici¬ 
pality, and work out a reven¬ 
ue-sharing scheme based on 
the gross provincial product 
are contained tit a brief to the 
commission.. 

The brief (will be presented 
when the commission returns 
to Victoria next month for a 
second round of hearings. 


The brief also recommends 
that the existing method of 
taxing private forest lands be 
changed to a tax consisting of 
a substantially reduced annu¬ 
al property tax plus a stum- 
page tax. 

Another recommendation 
calls for full taxation and 
assessment of property now 


partially or fully exempted 
from taxation. 

The brief says this move 
would expand municipal tax 
bases and place the financial 
burden of exempting property 
from full taxation on that 
level of government which 
grants the exemption. 

This recommendation would 


apply mainly to the provincial 
government which pays only 
about one-third of its full 
share of property taxes to 
municipalities. 

Taxing forest lands in a dif¬ 
ferent manner, the brief says, 
would save forests from being 
destroyed by development. 

The housing grant, it says, 


would help municipalities pay 
for providing expensive ser¬ 
vices to property that will be 
used for housing. 

Elimination of the munici¬ 
palities' share of welfare 
costs, now 10 per cent of the 
total welfare bill, would also 
help municipalities regain fi¬ 
nancial stability. 


The new National Housing 
Act lending limit for Greater 
Victoria is $53,500, and for the 
rest of Vancouver Islanc} 
$44,650, it was announced 
Thursday. 

Lending limits have been in¬ 
creased across the country, a 
commentary — according to 
housing minister Barney Dan- 
Son — on the rising costs of 
houses. 

Less than a year ago the 
NHA limit was $30,000 across 
the country, but last April a 
varied structure was set up 
with limits ranging between 
*40.000 and $48,000. 

The maximum In Victoria 
at that time was $46,000. and 
on the rest of the Island 
$40,500. 

Central Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing appraiser Raymond Pitt 
explained Thursday that the 
new limits meant that a 
homeowner borrowing that 
amount over 25 years would 
repay $548.16 a month prin¬ 


cipal and interest, if the inter¬ 
est was set at 1194 per cent. 

However, this amount 
might vary during the first 
five years if borrowers quali¬ 
fied for federal interest reduc¬ 
tion loans. 

Pitt explained that under 
NHA rules homebuyers could 
borrow 95 per cent of the first 
$47,000 of lending value, and 
75 per cent of the remainder 
up to the maximum loan 
amount. The rest of the 
money would have to be a 
down payment.

Olympic ski conditions perfect 


INNSBRUCK, Austria (AP) 
— Thick layers of powder 
snow maintained by tempera¬ 
tures hovering well below 
freezing covered the Winter 
Olympic Alpine and Nordic 
ski trails Thursday, and con¬ 
ditions were described as 
“perfect” five days before the 
start of the Innsbruck Games. 

Nearly three feet of snow 
kept crisp by the low temper¬ 
atures lay on the upper part 
of Patscherkofel Mountain, 
site of the men’s Alpine down¬ 
hill race next Thursday. 

"There’s about 11 inches or 
packed snow on the lower sec¬ 
tions of the track, and several 
hundred soldiers are continu¬ 
ing to prepare the base,” a 
lift operator said. 

The 3145-metre course over¬ 
looking Innsbruck drops 870 
metres as it winds its way 
down the mountain. 

Conditions also were ex¬ 
cellent on the women’s down¬ 
hill trail, organizers said. 

“The trails have nine to 11 
inches of packed snow and the 
temperature fell below zero 
(Fahrenheit) overnight,” a 
spokesman said. "We have 
280 soldiers and six civilians 
packing the snow with their 
skis and sprinkling water to 


harden the base. Conditions 
couldn't be better.” 

The first women’s race is 
the downhill on Feb. 8. 

On the Nordic cross-country 
trails in suburban Seefeld, 
race officials reported ex¬ 
cellent conditions — 19 inches 
of powder snow on a hard 
base. 

"We have 200 soldiers pre¬ 
paring the trails, but condi¬ 
tions are the best possible 
right now,” a spokesman 
said. “Our only worry is that 
the snow could thaw if the 
temperatures rise before the 
first men’s event” — the 30- 
kilometre cross-country race 
next Thursday.
